Highway Research and Development 

At the annual meeting of the Florida State Chamber 
of Commerce to be held in Orlando, November 14 and 15, 
I have been asked to discuss Highway Research and De¬ 
velopment. 

The subject is particularly appropriate at this time 
because the State Road Department has just completed 
a survey of needs and a ten year development plan for 
the State Maintained System. 

This study was originally initiated in 1940 and com¬ 
pleted in preliminary form in 1941. Though efforts were 
made to keep it current during the war, highway trans¬ 
portation factors were changing so fast that at the war’s 
end it was decided to start from scratch and do the whole 
job over in the light of the rapidly expanding highway 
traffic which has increased 60% since 1940. 

This time the data concerning road conditions and 
needs were not only entered on manual records but trans¬ 
cribed to IBM cards from which tabulations could speed¬ 
ily be made. Inventory of the 8700 mile State Maintained 
System as to condition and needs required the study of 
every mile of the roads and bridges and making separate 
entries for approximately 8000 individual segments of 
the system and punching 8000 IBM cards. 

For each of the individual segments of roads or bridges 
38 items of information were recorded, requiring 76 code 
numbers to be punched on the IBM cards. 

A synopsis of the Ten Year Development program is 
given elsewhere in this issue. The purpose of my discus¬ 
sion of it here is to give some idea of the magnitude of 
the job involved in preparing such a plan. 

It is important to remember that this study and plan 
embraces only the State Maintained System. There are 
almost 30,000 miles of county roads and 10,000 miles of 
city streets which should be the subject of similar treat¬ 
ment. Not until this is done will we have a comprehensive

plan of development for an integrated system of roads 
and streets for the state. 

Plans for the development of the local county and city 
systems must be coordinated with the development plan 
for the State System. Much of the planning and survey 
work should be done by local officials and civic groups, 
but, toward the end results of a highway system serving- 
statewide as well as local purposes the state and local 
agencies should plan together. 

It is my sincere hope that the next legislature will give 
official sanction and authorization for completion of the 
highway development plan by extending it to embrace the 
locally administered highways and streets also. 

Municipal Street- Income and Costs 

Another article in this issue discusses a recently com¬ 
pleted Department study on Municipal expenditure for 
streets and bridges. This is the first time, so far as I 
know, that any authoritative information has been as¬ 
sembled on a statewide basis covering street costs to cities. 

City officials were most cooperative in making the in¬ 
formation available to our staff. Sound planning requires 
accurate information and it is hoped*that this is an initial 
step in the direction of sound planning for local municipal 
systems which will be integrated with the over all state 
highway system. 

The State Road Department is very much in the busi¬ 
ness of improving municipal connections to its rural State 
Maintained System, being responsible for almost 1000 
miles of the most important and highly traveled streets. 
The Ten Year Development program reveals that 40% 
of the scheduled improvement costs will be expended on 
this urban part of our System. 

These annual reports on municipal street costs will, 
with the cooperation of the city authorities, be continued, 
and improved.

THE STATE MAINTAINED SYSTEM 


The State Koacl Department this month completed a 
comprehensive survey of needs and a corrective 10-year 
improvement piogram for the State Maintained System. 

This study reveals that maintaining and improving the 
State Maintained System for the next ten years will re¬ 
quire $446,000,000. This System comprises the network 
of primary roads and streets in the state, but represents 
less than 20% of the total mileage. Scheduled improve¬ 
ments cover 51% of the road miles and 34% of the total 
bridge feet. 

As against this ten-year need the anticipated income 
to be used exclusively on the State Maintained System 
for the period is only $350,800,000, based on present 
allocations. Thus, unless additional highway funds are 
made available Florida faces the prospect of sliding back 
in the highway picture. This is a sad prospect indeed for 
a state which relies on tourist travel for its largest source 
of income. 

These facts were revealed by the recent completion of 
one phase of a long range comprehensive plan of highway . 
and street development which was initiated before the 
war. When begun it was hoped to provide such a pro¬ 
gram for all roads and streets in the state, including 
those under county and municipal administration. How¬ 
ever, the urgency of supplying immediate improvements 
to the State Maintained System following the war re¬ 
quired the time of practically all the personnel for the 
current program. For that reason the Department has 
been able to complete only that phase of the study and 
program relating to the State Maintained System. Ex¬ 
pansion of the 10-year development program to include 
local streets and county roads will require joint planning 
by state and local officials and local planning and zoning 
groups. It would require infinite research, reconciliation 
and patience but is imperative if the state is to have an 
integrated system of roads and streets. 


Summary figures developed by the detailed study dis¬ 
close that an unexpectedly high proportion of the sched¬ 
uled improvements should be made in urban areas. 

For the ten year period 40% of the improvement and 
construction is scheduled to be made to urban connec¬ 
tions inside city limits. This means that out of $327,- 
982,000 of construction scheduled $137,250,000 should be 
spent on street improvements. 

The preponderant need of urban improvements is even 
more startling when critical deficiencies, that is, those 
requiring immediate correction are considered. Of the 
total $327,982,000 of improvements scheduled for the 10 
years $196,398,000 are urgently needed immediately, 
should already have been made, in fact. Of these urgently 
needed improvements $126,618,000 are scheduled for 
urban locations.

Historically, mileage of the State Maintained System 
has been augmented year by year through taking over 
county roads already improved or by construction of new 
roads. The average annual increase has been around 130 
miles for the past decade. 

The estimate of needs given above contemplates a con¬ 
tinuation of this gradual accretion to the System so that 
beginning with 8736 miles of roads, streets and bridges 
in 1948, the System will grow to 10,000 miles by 1958.

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Based on past trends, 764 of tlie added miles will repre¬ 
sent already constructed county roads taken over and 500 
miles will be supplied by new state construction. 

The State Road Department income is from (1) 4c a 
gallon tax on gasoline, less 3% to the General Revenue 
fund, (2) Federal Aid and (3) 80% of the surplus from 


tlie 2c gas tax. 

Only the 4c gas tax revenue and a part of the h edei al 
Aid are available for the exclusive use ot the State Main¬ 
tained System. A major portion of the b ederal Aid Sec¬ 
ondary funds are designed for improvement of count} 
roads not on the State Maintained System. 

The 80% surplus gas tax is required to be spent in the 
county where it accrues and is eligible to be used loi 
construction or improvement only of state designated 
roads or streets. By policy these funds are spent on roads 
selected by the county commissioners. Since the county 
commissioners have under their jurisdiction around 25,- 
000 miles of state designated roads of which only 6,000 
are paved they naturally favor using the surplus to im¬ 
prove those roads and not the ones on the State Main¬ 
tained System.

It will be seen that even if all the 80% surplus gas 
tax were used on the State Maintained System there 
would still be a deficit of $32,582,000 in the amount re¬ 


quired to support it in the next ten years. 

But this would mean that no aid could be given to the

improvement of any road not on the State Maintained 
S} stem. 

Faced with the prospect of inadequate funds a choice 
must be made of two alternatives. 

First, either to build all roads to inadequate standards, 
or 

Second, to build some to the desired standards and have 
others unimproved. 

In either event the result is economic loss occasioned 
by excessive highway transportation costs. If the first 
alternative is followed this less is spread generally to all 
motorists while in the latter the loss will fall harder on 
some than on others. 

The losses from failure to provide adequate roads are 
manifold. Residents doing business in the state are pen¬ 
alized by increased transportation costs. Tourist travel 
is lost and business suffers again by diminution of the 
tourist dollar. The costs of marketing citrus, truck and 
forest products are increased, reducing the profit from 
these enterprises. 

The failure to spend a needed highway dollar is a loss 
felt several times over by the economy of our state. 

This loss cannot be made up in the future. The failure 
to provide adequate roads now cannot be overcome by 
building to a higher standard at a later date when funds 
may be more plentiful. If, for instance, traffic needs re¬ 
quire expenditure of $40,000,000 a year on highways for 
10 years the same result cannot be obtained by waiting 
10 years and then spending $400,000,000, nor by spend¬ 
ing $20,000,000 a year for 20 years. 

Tlie highways and streets should be continuously and 
adequately maintained and improved. That is the only 
way to safeguard against excessive highway transporta¬ 
tion costs. 
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Roadside Beautification, Developments Inspire Public Ceremonies

MONTICELLO—The state of Florida, represented by 
officials and hundreds of citizens, dedicated the flower 
and shrub-lined Tallahassee-Monticello highway to Fred 
Mahan of Monticello, the man who beautified the 
thoroughfare. 

As rays from the afternoon sun slanted through moss- 
draped oaks and towering pines in beautiful Mahan park 
in Monticello, state officials, local government leaders 
and plain citizens from several towns paid tribute to the 
slight, soft-spoken nurseryman whose dream of highway 
beauty became a reality in the drive named for him. 

For Fred A. Mahan the ceremony had a double signifi¬ 
cance. The highway dedication came also as a 62nd birth¬ 
day present for the man who has given the state more than 
200,000 trees, flowers and shrubs and innumerable hours 
of service to beautify the 26-mile stretch. It has been a 
15-year personal project. 

“Corridor of Goodwill” 

Perhaps the best description of the highway was given 
by Sen. LeRoy Collins of Tallahassee who has led the 
fight to get cattle off the highway. Senator Collins termed 
the scenic link “a corridor of goodwill” to further ce¬ 
ment the warm friendship which long has existed between 
Leon and Jefferson counties. 

Principal speaker was F. Elgin Bayless, chairman of 
the road department, who put aside a prepared address 
to informally thank Mahan on behalf of the government 
of Florida, its citizens and the thousands of visitors who 
have enjoyed the floral beauty. 

Bayless said the state has spent $663,000 in the past 
three years on highway beautification which also has 
added to safety on the highways. He said the Garden 
clubs of Florida have helped to promote the idea of high-

The Dora C. Bayless Wayside Park was dedicated in 
Pensacola October 11 in honor of the Chairman’s mother 
who was a Pensacola resident for many years.

Senator Newman Brackin was the principal speaker, 
lie hearkened back to the historic days of Don Tristan 
de Luna, leader of a band of Spanish colonists, who an¬ 
chored in the vicinity almost 400 years ago and proclaimed 
the harbor as the most perfect found in the new world. 

Senator Brackin paid glowing tribute to Mrs. Dora C. 
Bayless whose cherished memory will be kept alive by 
the park which he described as a “spot of beauty, pleasure 
and charm.” 

The Senator also complimented Chairman Bayless for 
his administration of the Road Department, He said that 
Bayless took office at a time of extreme shortage of ma¬ 
terials and supplies and after our highways had taken 
five years of the most gruelling use in their history.

On his return to Columbus Presi¬ 
dent Betts said, “U. S. Highway 27 
provides the most scenic travel of any 
White House at Warm Springs, Fort 
Benning at Columbus, the world’s 
largest Infantry School, and through 
the great peanut and pecan regions 
of South Georgia, also the largest 
shade tobacco section in the world. 

“Entering Florida at Tallahassee, 
the Capital and center of beautiful 
ante-bellum homes, U. S. 27 connects 
such points as Perry, Williston and 
Ocala with its nearby Silver Springs. 
It passes through the fresh-water lake 
region of Florida where in Lake Coun¬ 
ty alone, there are over 1,400 named 
lakes, and through the center of the 
citrus belt, known in Florida as the 
Ridge Section. It includes Winter 
Haven and Cypress Gardens, one of 
combination of highways in the re¬ 
gion. Starting at beautiful Rock City, 
Georgia, atop Lookout Mountain, it 
passes through such spots in Georgia 


as historic Chickamauga Park, the 
35,000 acre campus of Berry Schools 
and College, near Rome, the Little 
the loveliest spots in the nation and 
the setting of many motion pictures 
such as “On an Island With You,” 
starring Esther Williams. The route 
passes on to Lake Wales with its 
Internationally famous Bok Tower, 
the great bird sanctuary. It borders 
Lake Okeechobee and runs on to Mi¬ 
ami, on the southern tip of the State. 
The entire length of U. S. 27 extends 
from Mackinaw City, Michigan to 
Miami. 

One of the recent successful promo¬ 
tions of the U. S. 27 Association was 
a letter describing the route mailed 
to American Legion posts in 10 Mid¬ 
western States. Thousands of Legion- 
aires on their way to the national 
convention in Miami drove smooth 
U. S. 27 to avoid “Highway Hang¬ 
over.” 

The slogan of both the Georgia and 
Florida Associations is “Travel U. S. 
27 and there will be ‘No Highway 
Hangover’,” says President Betts.

way beautification. Mahan's example 
has inspired one other nurseryman to 
offer aid with the beautification pro¬ 
gram and Bayless said he hoped the 
idea would spread over the state.

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Municipal Street and Bridge Operations 


Cities and towns in Florida are 
spending $15^/2 million a year for 
streets and bridges. 

That fact was disclosed this month 
by completion of a survey of munici¬ 
pal street and bridge finances under¬ 
taken by the State Eoad Department 
and Public Roads Administration 
through cooperation of the city 
officials. 

Among other information disclosed 
is the fact that the largest sources of 
revenue for streets are ad valorem 
taxes and general appropriations, 
which account for over $6,000,000 
each. Special street assessments pro¬ 
vided $1,123,000. Parking meters are 
coming into widespread use in Flor¬ 
ida cities, but net revenue therefrom 
is reported as only $578,000. 

The report shows that that part of 
the outstanding municipal debt at¬ 
tributable to roads and bridges was 
about $100,000,000. 

For many years there has been a 
serious need of accurate and complete 
information on municipal financial 
operations. The counties are required 
to report on their fiscal operations 
to the Comptroller on a uniform ba¬ 
sis. The Comptroller assembles infor¬ 
mation from the 67 counties and pub¬ 
lishes a complete and comprehensive 
report. Thus, their condition, needs 
and prospects financially are known. 

On the other hand very little is 
known about the fiscal affairs of the 
cities of Florida as a group. Many in¬ 
dividual cities prepare and publish 
audits, financial reports and budgets. 
But they are not prepared in a uni¬ 
form manner, nor assembled and con¬ 
solidated to present an accurate pic¬ 
ture of the aggregate fiscal condition. 

There is a statute on the law books 
requiring that all municipalities re¬ 
port their fiscal transactions to the 
Comptroller annually. However, no 
penalty is provided for failure to do 
so, and less than two dozen of the 272 
municipalities in the state comply 
with the law. 

Through a cooperative program of 
the State Road Department and the 
Public Roads Administration of the 
Federal Works Agency, the Depart¬ 
ment has made complete reports on 
state and county road and bridge fis¬ 


cal operations. These complete data 
have found the basis on which Con¬ 
gress could intelligently provide fed¬ 
eral support of highways, and has 
been helpful to the State Legislature 
and the Road Administrators. 

While information on municipal 
road income and expenditure was de¬ 
sirable in the past it was not consid¬ 
ered essential, because both the Fed¬ 
eral and State Road Agencies were 
primarily concerned with rural high¬ 
ways. However, the Florida State 
Road Department in 1941 was made 
responsible for urban connecting links 
to the State Maintained System, and 
Congressional Act of 1944 specifically 
earmarked a part of the Federal Aid 
appropriation for relief of traffic con¬ 
gestion in urban areas. Thus, the 
State Road Department and the Pub¬ 
lic Roads Administration have come 
to be deeply concerned with and re¬ 
sponsible for the urban highway 
picture. 

Some indication of the extent to 
which State Road Department respon¬ 
sibility was increased by taking over 
these urban connecting links is re¬ 
vealed by a recently completed sched¬ 
ule of improvements to the State 
Maintained System. Out of $196,- 
000,000 of scheduled improvements to 
remove the most critical deficiencies 
$127,000,000 or 65% are located in 
municipal limits. 

Because of its concern with the ur¬ 
ban highway situation the Depart¬ 
ment last year decided in conjunc¬ 
tion with the Public Roads Adminis¬ 
tration to expand the study and re¬ 
port on fiscal affairs relating to roads 
to cover those of the cities and towns 
in Florida. The Division of Research 
and Records was consequently au¬ 
thorized to undertake the assembly of 
such information. 

Operating through five division 
representatives who contacted the 
municipal officials, with some sup¬ 
plemental contacts by personnel of 
the Tallahassee office, the Depart¬ 
ment has finally assembled informa¬ 
tion for one fiscal year from prac¬ 
tically all of the municipalities in 
Florida. 

Success in the endeavor to as¬ 
semble this much needed infor¬ 


mation is attributable principally 
to the splendid cooperation of the 
municipal officials. The project 
was endorsed by the League of 
Municipalities, through its Secre¬ 
tary, Mr. E. Leslie Cole, and City 
Clerks, Comptrollers, Managers, 
Auditors and, sometimes, Engi¬ 
neers did a fine job of digging up 
the information. 

By the time it was felt necessary to 
assemble and consolidate the infor¬ 
mation reports had been obtained 
from 224 of the 272 incorporated 
places in Florida. Reports were ob¬ 
tained from all cities over 5,000 in 
population, from 33 out of 35 in the 
2500 to 5000 group, 50 out of 59 in 
the 1000 to 2500 group, and 106 out of 
143 in the group having less than 
1000. 

Most significantly 971 / 2 % of the 
municipal population was represented 
in places reporting. 

To arrive at the approximate total 
for all the municipalities the reported 
data were expanded in proportion to 
the population omitted. 

The consolidated report, giving the 
information by cities of the several 
population groups, does not cover a 
uniform calendar year. The fiscal 
year ending of the cities varied to 
such an extent that reports covering 
periods ending from June 30, 1947 
to May 31, 1948 had to be consoli¬ 
dated. 

Greatest difficulty arose in segre¬ 
gating that part of the cities’ out¬ 
standing debt that was applicable to 
streets and bridges. This part of the 
information cannot be considered too 
reliable. Often it had to be based on 
“informal guesses” based on incon¬ 
clusive old records and engineers or 
old citizens’ knowledge of what street 
work the city had done. It is hoped 
that the character of this information 
will be improved year by year. 

Relying on the splendid coopera¬ 
tion of the city officials, the Depart¬ 
ment plans to continue assembling 
the information on municipal street 
and bridge expenditures. 
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County Activities and Personalities 


Orange County Commissioners have 
set up an agricultural scholarship of 
$450 a year to be awarded to a high 
school graduate interested in agricul¬ 
ture, according to County Agent F. E. 
Baetzman, who assisted in drawing up 
plans for the scholarship. The scholar¬ 
ship will be awarded on the basis of 
competitive examinations. 

• 

Palm Beach County Commissioners 
recently adopted a resolution which 
will change the name of Morrison Field 
to Palm Beach International Airport. 
The commission had previously ap¬ 
proved the change, making it effective 
when the government had turned back 
the air base to the county. The resolu¬ 
tion also included provision for hold¬ 
ing dedication ceremonies in honor of 
the late Grace Morrison, who donated 
a large part of the airport tract to the 
county, when a memorial will be un¬ 
veiled in her honor. 

• 

Brevard County’s qualified voters will 
vote on a no-fence law in November. 
The new law, if it becomes effective, 
will prohibit horses, cows, sheep, hogs, 
goats or other domestic animals from 
running at large in Brevard County. 
Advocates of the no-fence law are of 
the opinion that it will not only con¬ 
tribute to highway safety, but will tend 
to improve the breed of cattle. 

• 

Gadsden County Farm Bureau held 
its annual meeting on October 14th. 
The setting was again in the idyllic 
Glen Julia Park, just out from Mt. 
Pleasant. Members elected new direc¬ 
tors, increasing the number from 14 
to 20 to give wider geographical repre¬ 
sentation. After listening to informa¬ 
tive talks by State Forester Coulter, 
on the value of pine crops, James Love, 
tobacco planter, on general farming 
trends and prospective tobacco prices, 
W. Turner Wallis on the Gas Tax 
Amendment and Hon. Robert F. Sikes 
on farming and the international situ¬ 
ation, the enormous crowd present en¬ 
joyed a fine barbecue supper. President 
Frank Herrin enlivened his program 
with music by the splendid high school 
band under direction of Mr. Mason. 

• 

Martin County is looking forward 
to the establishment of a health unit 
following a meeting of the county com¬ 
missioners at which several prominent 
speakers, representing local civic organ¬ 
izations and schools, were heard favor¬ 
ing such a set up. The board has agreed 
to include in its 1948-49 budget funds 
for the unit but no definite date has 


been set for its start. Civic and school 
organizations in the county have long 
worked for the establishment for such 
a unit “to safeguard the county’s health 
and welfare.” 

• 

Hillsborough County Board of Com¬ 
missioners has adopted a new policy 
looking toward the insurance of proper 
street and property drainage in the 
future. 

Under the new policy, commissioners 
will not approve new subdivision plats 
unless the developers obtain the serv¬ 
ices of an engineer to work out the 
proper road grades and drainage facili¬ 
ties for the subdivision. The work of 
the engineers must also be approved 
by the County Engineer. 

For years commissioners have been 
plagued by the pleas of home owners 
asking for relief from waters which will 
not drain off their property due to im¬ 
proper grading by the developers thus 
causing the property owners to turn to 
their commissioners for assistance. 

This new policy which commission¬ 
ers have adopted is similar to those 
which have been in existence in Duval 
and Dade Counties for some time. 

• 

Pinellas County Commissioners have 
adopted resolutions setting 100 feet as 
the official width of rights of way for 
new roads which connect with present 
state or county major highways. This 
action was taken after commissioners 
turned down requests for plats for new 
subdivisions which showed streets with 
insufficient rights of way. 

• 

Orange County, in acquiring equip¬ 
ment for its road department, awarded 
a contract to Home Machinery Com¬ 
pany of Orlando for purchase of two 
graders and to the Florida-Georgia 
Tractor Company for purchase of a 
dragline. 

• 

Taylor and Lafayette counties at a 
recent meeting signed a contract with 
the Florida Forest Service under which 
a trained forester will serve landowners 
in both areas, with the counties con¬ 
tributing toward the forester’s salary. 
According to B. C. Leynes, district for¬ 
ester, Tallahassee, who submitted the 
contract, Frank Hill of Tampa, a June 
graduate of the University of Florida, 
has been employed to render assistance 
to farmers and landowners with their 
forestry problems in both counties. The 
services of the county forester is free 
to the landowners whom he assists with 
any forestry problem, such as planting 
pines, cruising and estimating, insect 


and disease control, and general man¬ 
agement work of their farm forests. 

• 

Citrus County Board of County Com¬ 
missioners has authorized the deeding 
of 30 acres of land to the iCtrus County 
Fair Association. 

The association intends to hold next 
year’s fair under permanent roofs. To¬ 
ward that end, the association is plan¬ 
ning to erect two sheds, 50 x 100 feet 
each, on the new grounds. The sheds 
will be so erected that they can be con¬ 
verted into permanent buildings as 
funds become available. In years to 
come the association hopes to add a 
race track and baseball field to the 
fair grounds. 

• 

The Hamilton County Farm Bureau 
recently held its first annual meeting. 
The delightful affair featured a fish 
fry and the setting was Jennings Bluff, 
on the banks of the Alapaha river. Leon 
Sandlin, president of the Bureau and 
A. E. NeSmith, county agent, acted as 
masters of ceremonies and the program 
included talks by H. G. Clayton and 
Buster Hancock of the Extension serv¬ 
ice and J. V. McCall, Chairman of the 
Board of County Commissioners, and 
others. 

• 

Palm Beach County now has an as¬ 
sistant farm agent. The new agent is 
John H. Causey, a native of Wauchula 
and a graduate of the University of 
Florida. He previously worked in the 
county as assistant agricultural agent 
for the Seaboard Railroad. His special 
duties as assistant county farm agent 
will be tropical fruit culture and devel¬ 
opment of boys’ 4-H clubs.

GULF COUNTY—FLORIDA STATE 
IMPROVEMENT COMMISSION BOND 
ISSUE CORRECTED DESCRIPTION 
OF ROADS 

Mr. DeGarmo explained to the Board that the 
description of roads as described in the lease- 
purchase agreement entered into between the 
State Road Department and the Florida State 
Improvement Commission dated January 19, 1948, 
was inaccurate and did not properly describe 
the roads to be built. There was also presented 
to the Board certified copies of the resolutions 
from the Board of County Commissioners of Gulf 
County, adopted September 4, 1948, and from 
the Florida State Improvement Commission, 
adopted September 7, 1948, requesting the State 
Road Department to adopt a corrective resolution 
containing the proper legal description of the 
roads to be constructed in Gulf County, Florida by 
the Florida State Improvement Commission. 

After discussion, on motion of Mr. Carleton, 
seconded by Mr. Campbell, the following resolu¬ 
tion was adopted: 

WHEREAS, The Florida State Improvement 
Commission has presented to this Department 
copy of its resolution dated September 7th, 1948, 
amending the description of roads to be con¬ 
structed under its resolution dated December 18, 
1947, in Gulf County, Florida, which authorized 
execution of a lease-purchase agreement with this 
Department for the construction thereof, and a 
copy of a resolution by the Board of County 
Commissioners of Gulf County dated September 
4th, 1948, requesting the Florida State Improve¬ 
ment Commission and this Department to amend 
their resolution and the lease-purchase agree¬ 
ment heretofore executed by them so as to 
correct the description of the roads to be con¬ 
structed thereunder; and 
WHEREAS, it appears that the description of 
the roads included in the lease-purchase agree¬ 
ment of this Department with the Florida State 
Improvement Commission does not accurately 
describe the roads to be constructed thereunder,

County by striking from said lease-purchase 
agreement the description of the roads to be 
constructed and by inserting in lieu thereof 
the following description of the same: 

State Road No. 381 beginning on East side 
of SR 71 (formerly SR No. 6) approximately 


five miles south of Wewahitchka thence fol¬ 
lowing the old Dalkeith road through Dal¬ 
keith southeasterly to Willis Landing a dis¬ 
tance of approximately 9.6 miles as desig¬ 
nated in Section 15, 16, Chapter 20211, Acts 
of 1941; also State Road No. 381 beginning 
on SR No. 71 (formerly SR No. 6) approxi¬ 
mately nine miles South of Wewahitchka and 
running East approximately 1.2 miles to in¬ 
tersect public road from Wewahitchka to 
Lister’s Still, as designated in Section 17, 
Chapter 20211, Acts of 1941; also beginning 
on State Road No. 30 (formerly SR No. 10) 
approximately 1.5 miles South of Port St. Joe 
thence following the old Niles public road 
Easterly to Niles a distance of approximately 
1.5 miles as designated in Section 27, Chapter 
20211, Acts of 1941; also Iola and Hunter 
Streets and Second Avenue in Oak Grove Sub¬ 
division a distance of 0.6 miles as designated 
in Section 2 (1) Chapter 20582, Acts of 1941;

Second Avenues in Bay View Heights, Sub¬

2. That in all other respects, said lease-pur¬ 
chase agreement executed January 19, 1948, when 
amended, be and the same hereby is ratified 
and adopted as a binding obligation of the State 
Road Department for construction of said roads 
and for payment of the rentals therein pro¬ 
vided out of the 80% surplus gas tax fund 
credited to the account of Gulf County for the 
construction of State Roads in said County. 

3. That the sole purpose of amending said 
lease-purchase agreement is to correct the de¬

DELEGATION FROM PALM BEACH 
COUNTY 

County Commissioner C. Y. Byrd, County At¬ 
torney Harry Johnston and County Engineer 
Jake Boyd were present from Palm Beach County 
in interest of the proposed program of road con¬ 
struction in that county to be financed through 
the Florida State Improvement Commission. Mr. 
Byrd asked the Board to approve the program 
and said they were present to answer any ques¬ 
tions the Board might wish to ask them. He 
said that Mr. Fultz, Member of the Road De¬ 
partment from that District, was in favor of 
the program, and that it had been advertised 
in the county, giving list of the roads, and the 
public was in sympathy with the program. 

PALM BEACH COUNTY ROADS TO BE 
CONSTRUCTED THROUGH THE 
FLORIDA STATE IMPROVEMENT 
COMMISSION 

A letter from Mr. Ralph E. Potts, Executive 
Director of the State Board of Administration, 
dated August 30 and addressed to Mr. Bayless, 
explained that the contemplated $3,600,000.00 
Road Bond issue of the Florida State Improve¬ 
ment Commission for Palm Beach County, to¬ 
gether with the prior commitments made by 
the County Commissioners and the State Road 
Department against the County’s 80% Surplus 
Gas Tax Fund, would not meet the Board of 
Administration’s policy of fiscal sufficiency if 
the bonds were limited to 15 year maturity, 
and requested the State Road Department to 
adopt a resolution requesting the State Board 
of Administration to approve a Florida State 
Improvement Commission Bond Issue for Palm 
Beach County over a 20-year period. 

On motion of Mr. Carleton, seconded by Mr. 
Campbell, the following resolution was adopted: 

Approval of 20-Year Maturity Period 

WHEREAS, The State Road Department of 
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Florida has been requested to participate in the 
construction of certain roads and bridges in 
Palm. Beach County, Florida to be financed by 
the issuance of $3,600,000 of Palm Beach County 
Road and Bridge Revenue Bonds to be issued by 
the Florida State Improvement Commission for 
and on behalf of Palm Beach County, which 
said bonds are to be secured by a Lease-Purchase 
Agreement between the Florida State Improve¬ 
ment Commission and the State Road Depart¬ 
ment of Florida, pledging the income from the 
80% surplus gasoline tax accruing to the credit 
of Palm Beach County to the payment of said 
bonds; and 

WHEREAS, There are five bridge bond is¬ 
sues, i. e., 

Bridge District of Palm Beach, Palm Beach 
Bridge Bonds 

(Flagler Memorial Bridge) 

Special Road and Bridge District No. 5 
Lake Worth Bridge Bonds 

(Lake Worth Bridge) 

Special Road and Bridge District No. 7 
Bridge Bond Issue of 1937 

(Boca Raton Bridge) 

Special Road and Bridge District No. 9 of 
Palm Beach County, Fla. Bridge Bonds 
(Singer Bridge) 

Special Road and Bridge District No. 15 
Bond Issue of 1936 

(Boynton Bridge) 

which bridges have been leased to the State 
Road Department and upon which said Depart¬ 
ment pays rentals from the first gas tax to the 
State Board of Administration for application 
to the debt service of said issues; and 
WHEREAS, rentals on said five bridges above 
named may, at a later date, be required to be 
paid from the 80% surplus two cents gas tax; 
and 

WHEREAS, it is the policy of the State Board 
of Administration to allow maturities of issues 
payable solely from the 80% surplus two cents 
gas tax, not to exceed fifteen years from date 
of issue, unless a specified exception is made by 
said Board; and 

WHEREAS, it is also the policy of the State 
Board of Administration to require a coverage 
of approximately one and one-half times for 
debt service of issues of the Florida State Im¬ 
provement Commission containing a pledge only 
of the 80% surplus gas tax; and 

WHEREAS, it appears that the proposed $3,600,- 
000 issue, after making provision for debt serv¬ 
ice of the five above named issues from the 
80% surplus two cents gas tax, would not have 
a debt service coverage of one and one-half 
times with a life of fifteen years. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the 
State Road Department of Florida that the State 
Board of Administration be requested to approve 
the legal and fiscal sufficiency of the proposed 
$3,600,000 issue, to mature serially over a period 
of twenty years, in order that the required debt 
service coverage may exist after making provi¬ 
sion for debt service of the five above named 
bridge issues. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that in con¬ 
currence with the resolution of the Board of 
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County Commissioners of Palm Beach County, 
Florida, adopted on August 23, 1948 that the 

State Road Department does hereby agree that 
the 80% surplus two cents gas tax accumulating 
from year to year until the call date of the 
proposed $3,600,000 issue (ten years) will be used 
to make such call and will not be used for other 
purposes. 

AGREEMENT TO LEASE AND PURCHASE 
CERTAIN ROADS IN PALM BEACH

Said rentals shall be 
paid by the Department directly to the State 
Board of Administration for administration and 
disposition in accordance with the provisions 
of Chapter 21853, Laws of Florida, Acts of 1943. 
The Department agrees that its covenants herein 
to pay said rentals shall be construed as a first 
charge or prior commitment or lien upon and 
against said surplus gasoline tax funds which 
shall have priority over all other or subsequent 
charges, claims or commitments upon or against 
said funds. 

In addition to the payments outlined herein¬ 
above, the Department will, upon completion of 
the construction of said roads, pay to the State 
Board of Administration any funds which it may 
have on hand, either in the construction fund 
or in the 80% surplus gasoline tax funds credited 
to Madison County, an& it shall from time to 
time pay to the State Board of Administration 
any and all funds which it may receive from 
surplus gasoline tax funds to be credited to 
Madison County. These payments shall be made 
to the State Board of Administration as soon as 
received, and the payments shall continue until 
there shall be in the hands of the State Board of 
Administration a sum of money equal to the 


total amount of the principal and interest which 
shall fall due in the current fiscal year plus 
the total amount of the principal and interest 
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which shall fall due in the two ensuing years, 
and after such an amount has been paid to the 
State Board of Administration the Department 
will thereafter pay as rentals on said lease, not 
less than twenty (20) days prior to the dates 
on which any of the principal and/or interest 
on Florida State Improvement Commission Madi¬ 
son County Road Revenue Bonds shall become 
due and payable, such monies required to pay 
such principal and/or interest, and will at the 
same time these payments are made pay any 
additional amount which may be necessary, so 
that there will be at all times in the hands of 
the State Board of Administration sufficient 
funds to pay current principal and interest plus 
a sum equal to the total bond principal and in¬ 
terest requirements for the two ensuing years.

It is mutually agreed that said rentals cov¬ 
enanted to be paid and the other considerations 
agreed to be performed by the Department rep¬ 
resent the fair rental and market value of said 
roads.

The Department will, solely at its expense out 
of state road funds, at all times during the con¬ 
tinuance of this agreement maintain said roads 
in good repair and in sound operating condition 
and will make all necessary repairs, renewals, 
reconstruction and replacements.

When the Department shall have performed 
all the covenants hereunder and shall have paid 
the rental herein provided for, for the full term 
of the lease, and all indebtedness, including 
interest, represented by said $550,000 Florida 
State Improvement Commission Madison County 
Road Revenue Bonds has been paid and satisfied, 
then the title and absolute ownership to all 
the property included in the lease shall there¬ 
upon immediately be vested in the State of 
Florida in fee simple; and the Lessor covenants 
and agrees to, and will thereupon deliver to, 
the Department such deeds and conveyances as 
may be necessary or convenient to vest full title 
and ownership of all said property in the State 
of Florida.

That the State Road Department of Florida 
will advance not to exceed $21,562.50 to cover the 
cost of acquiring additional necessary right of 
■way for that portion of Section 2903, State Road 
25 (Section 2902, State Roads 47 and 47-A), ex¬ 
tending from the South line of Section 5, Town¬ 
ship 4 South, Range 17 East, Northerly to State 
Road No. 10 at intersection of Park and First 
Streets in Lake City, Florida. 


AGREEMENT TO LEASE AND PURCHASE 
CERTAIN ROADS IN COLUMBIA 
COUNTY 

On motion of Mr. Guernsey, seconded by Mr. 
Fultz, the following resolution was adopted: 

WHEREAS, the State Road Department of 
Florida deems it expedient and to the best in¬ 
terest of the State to acquire under a lease-pur¬ 
chase agreement the roads to be constructed by 
the Florida State Improvement Commission in 
Columbia County, the same being those projects 
as set out in resolution of Columbia County 
Commissioners adopted July 13, 1948; and 

WHEREAS, these roads, when constructed, will 
serve important needs of said County and will 
also serve as an important connection in the 
State Road System, 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by the 
State Road Department of Florida that: 

— 1 — 

It hereby approves the location and the pro¬ 
posed construction of said roads by the Florida 
State Improvement Commission, as shown on 
preliminary surveys, plans and maps prepared 
by the State Road Department. 

— 2 — 

It hereby authorizes and directs the Chairman 
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and Secretary of the Department to forthwith 
execute for and on behalf of the State Road De¬ 
partment a lease-purchase agreement with the 
Florida State Improvement Commission covering 
said roads in the words and figures as follows: 
LEASE-PURCHASE AGREEMENT BETWEEN THE 
FLORIDA STATE IMPROVEMENT COMMIS¬ 
SION AND THE STATE ROAD DEPARTMENT 
OF THE STATE OF FLORIDA, COVERING 
ROADS IN COLUMBIA COUNTY. 

THIS AGREEMENT, Made and executed in 
duplicate this 15th day of October, A. D. 1948, 
by and between the FLORIDA STATE IMPROVE¬ 
MENT COMMISSION, hereinafter referred to as 
the “Lessor”, and the STATE ROAD DEPART¬ 
MENT OF THE STATE OF FLORIDA, hereinafter 
referred to as the “Department”, 

WHEREAS, Pursuant to the Authority of Chap¬ 
ter 22821, Laws of Florida, Acts of 1945, and 
Chapter 420 of the Florida Statutes of 1941, and 
Chapter 23758, Laws of Florida, Acts of 1947, 
the Lessor is authorized to construct roads in 
Columbia County, more particularly hereinafter 
described, and the Department has agreed to 
construct the same for and on behalf of the 
Lessor, and 

WHEREAS, Said roads will serve an important 
State and County need, and 
WHEREAS, By authority of said Chapter 22821, 
Laws of Florida, Acts of 1945, and Chapter 420 
of the Florida Statutes of 1941, and Chapter 
23758, Laws of Florida, Acts of 1947, said Lessor 
is authorized to lease or sell said roads, and 
WHEREAS, It is deemed by the parties hereto 
that the lease-purchase of said roads as herein 
provided is highly advisable and for the best 
interest of the State of Florida and the County 
of Columbia. 

NOW, THEREFORE, WITNESSETH: That for 
and in consideration of the sum of One ($1.00) 
Dollar this day paid by each party hereto to the 
other, the receipt whereof is hereby acknowledged, 
and in further consideration of the mutual and 
dependent covenants of the parties hereto and 
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other good and valuable considerations as herein¬ 
after set forth, the said Lessor does by these 
presents lease to the said Department, its suc¬ 
cessors and assigns: 

State Road No. 131: Beginning at State Road 
No. 25 South of G. S. & F. Railroad Crossing 
and extending northerly along State Road No. 
131, a distance of approximately 5.6 miles. 

State Road No. 245: Extending from State 
Road No. 238 and running northerly from Olustee 
Creek to intersection of State Road No. 100 East 
of Lake City. 

Portions of State Designated Roads No. 12-71 
and 12-64: Extending from intersection of State 
Road No. 25 in Lake City approximately 8 miles 
along State Designated Road No. 12-71, thence 
westerly approximately 2.8 miles along State De¬ 
signated Road No. 12-34 to Suwannee-Columbia 
County Line. 

said lease to take effect from the date of the 
completion o! the construction of said roads and 
to extend for a period of twenty-five (25) years 
or until all of said bonds hereinafter described, 
or any refunding issues thereof, have been paid 
in full. 

The said Lessor further agrees that it will, at 
the earliest possible date, after having complied 
with all legal requirements, offer for sale and 
sell to the highest and best bidder $600,000 
FLORIDA STATE IMPROVEMENT COMMISSION 
SERIES 16 COLUMBIA COUNTY ROAD REVENUE 
BONDS and that, immediately upon receipt of 
the funds from the successful purchaser and after 
payment of all necessary expenses in connection 
with the preparation, issuance and sale of the 
bonds, including the fee of its fiscal agent, it 
will turn over the remainder of all monies re¬ 
ceived to the Department, said funds to be used 
by said Department exclusively in the construc¬ 
tion of State Road as hereinbefore described, and 
for the purpose of paying principal and/or in¬ 
terest charges on said bonds accruing prior to the 
date of completion of said roads. 

The Department, on its part, agrees to accept 
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said funds from the Lessor and to immediately 
proceed with the construction of said State Road 
together with necessary bridges, in accordance 
with its standard state road specifications, and 
guarantees to complete said roads as quickly as 
is reasonably possible. The Department further 
agrees that in the event any principal and/or 
interest of any Florida State Improvement Com¬ 
mission Columbia County Road Revenue Bonds 
shall become due and payable prior to the com¬ 
pletion of said roads, the Department will pay 
such principal and/or interest out of these funds 
or from the proceeds of the 80% surplus gasoline 
tax accruing to Columbia County, to the State 
Board of Administration, not l£ss than twenty 
(20) days prior to the dates upon which principal 
and/or interest shall become due and payable. 

The Department further declares that the 
necessary surveys for the construction of the 
roads have been made by said Road Department 
and that the amount to be derived from the 
sale of the revenue bonds in the sum of $600,000 
is sufficient to cover the estimated cost of the 
construction of said roads. In the event that 
there is a deficiency between the amount of 
funds available from the revenue bonds and the 
amount necessary to complete the project, the 
State Road Department agrees that it will pay 
from its own funds any such deficiency, and 
that the roads will be completed in accordance 
with the standard plans and specifications of 
the Department. 

In consideration of this lease, the Department 
does hereby promise and agree to and with said 
Lessor as follows: 

The Department will pay as rentals on said 
lease, not less than twenty (20) days prior to the 
dates on which any of the principal and/or 
interest of Florida State Improvement Commis¬ 
sion Columbia County Road Revenue Bonds shall 
become due and payable, such sum or sums of 
money as shall be equal and sufficient to pay 
the said principal and interest upon said bonds 
as they severally become due, so long as any of 
such bonds or interest thereon (or refunding 
issues thereof) shall be outstanding and unpaid. 
Such rentals agreed to be paid by the Depart¬ 
ment shall be paid by the Department from 
Columbia County surplus gasoline tax funds as 
and when such surplus gasoline tax funds accrue, 
pursuant to the authority of Chapter 20555, Laws 
of Florida, Acts of 1941, and Section 16(c) 
Article IX of the State Constitution. Said rentals 
shall be paid by the Department directly to the 
State Board of Administration for administration 
and disposition in accordance with the provisions 
of Chapter 21853, Laws of Florida, Acts of 1943. 
The Department agrees that its covenants herein 
to pay said rentals shall be construed as a first 
charge or prior eommitment or lien upon and 
against said surplus gasoline tax funds which 
shall have priority over all other or subsequent 
charges, claims or commitments upon or against 
said funds. 

In addition to the payments outlined herein¬ 
above, the Department will, upon completion of 
the construction of said roads, pay to the State 
Board of Administration any funds which it may 
have on hand, either in the construction fund or 
in the 80% surplus gasoline tax funds credited 
to Columbia County, and it shall from time to 
time pay to the State Board of Administration 
any and all funds which it may receive from 
surplus gasoline tax funds to be credited to 
Columbia County. These payments shall be made 
to the State Board of Administration as soon as 
received, and the payments shall continue until 
there shall be in the hands of the State Board 
of Administration a sum of money equal to the 
total amount of the principal and interest which 
shall fall due in the current fiscal year plus the 
total amount of the principal and interest which 
shall fall due in the two ensuing years, and 
after such an amount has been paid to the State 
Board of Administration the Department will 
thereafter pay as rentals on said lease, not less 
than twenty (20) days prior to the dates on 
which any of the principal and/or interest on 
Florida State Improvement Commission Columbia 
County Road Revenue Bonds shall become due 
and payable, such monies required to pay such 
principal and/or interest, and will at the same 
time these payments are made pay any additional 
amount which may be necessary, so that there 
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will be at all times in the hands of the State 
Board of Administration sufficient funds to pay 
current principal and interest plus a sum equal 
to the total bond principal and interest require¬ 
ments for the two ensuing years. 

— 2 — 

It is mutually agreed that said rentals cove¬ 
nanted to be paid and the other considerations 
agreed to be performed by the Department rep¬ 
resent the fair rental and market value of said 
roads. 

— 3 — 

The Department will, solely at its expense out 
of state road funds, at all times during the con¬ 
tinuance of this • agreement maintain said roads 
in good repair and in sound operating condition 
and will make all necessary repairs, renewals, 
reconstruction and replacements. 

— 4 — 

When the Department shall have performed all 
the covenants hereunder and shall have paid the 
rental herein provided for, for the full term of 
the lease, and all indebtedness, including interest, 
represented by said $600,000 Florida State Im¬ 
provement Commission Columbia County Road 
Revenue Bonds has been paid and satisfied, then 
the title and absolute ownership to all the prop¬ 
erty included in the lease shall thereupon imme¬ 
diately be vested in the State of Florida in fee 
simple; and the Lessor covenants and agrees to, 
and will thereupon deliver to, the Department 
such deeds and conveyances as may be necessary 
or convenient to vest full title and ownership 
of all said property in the State of Florida.

TOLL ROAD LEASE-PURCHASE 
AGREEMENT 

LEASE - PURCHASE AGREEMENT BETWEEN 
FERNANDINA PORT AUTHORITY AND THE 
STATE ROAD DEPARTMENT COVERING TOLL 
ROAD CONNECTING BRIDGES AND FERRY 
CONNECTION IN NASSAU COUNTY AND 
DUVAL COUNTY, SAID TOLL ROAD TO FORM 
A LINK IN STATE ROAD NO. 105 
On motion of Mr. Guernsey, seconded by Mr. 
Fultz, the following resolution was adopted: 

WHEREAS, the State Road Department has 
received certified copy of a resolution of the 
Board of Port Commissioners of the Fernandina 
Port Authority, adopted October 11th, requesting 
the following: 

— 1 — 

“That the State Road Department of Florida 
be and it is hereby requested to enter into a 
lease-purchase agreement for said Toll Road, and 
under such agreement for a period of not ex¬ 
ceeding thirty years to agree to pay by a pledge 
in each year of $40,000 of the surplus of the 
eighty per cent of gasoline taxes accruing to the 
State Road Department for use in each of the 
Counties of Nassau and Duval under the pro¬ 
visions of the Constitution of the State of Florida, 
any deficit in the debt service existing for the 
revenue bonds to be issued to finance the con¬ 
struction and establishment of said Toll Road, 
and to create a two years debt service reserve 
therefor, after the application of the net receipts 
from tolls and toll charges to be fixed, charged 
and established for said Toll Road, said revenue 
bonds, when authorized to be in an amount not 
exceeding $4,600,000 (together with such addi¬ 
tional amount of parity revenue bonds as shall, 
with the approval of the State Road Department, 
be necessary to complete said Toll Road), said 
revenue bonds to bear interest at the rate of 
four per centum per annum and to mature over 
a period of not exceeding thirty years from the 
date of issuance thereof. 


— 2 — 

“That all necessary plans, specifications and 
engineering designs for the location and con¬ 
struction of said Toll Road have already been 
prepared, and all necessary construction contracts 
for the construction of said Toll Road have 
already been executed,”; and 

WHEREAS, the State Road Department deems 
it to be in the best interests of said Fernandina 
Port Authority, Duval County, Nassau County and 
the State of Florida that said Toll Road be 
financed and constructed as outlined in said 
resolution of the Board of Port Commissioners 
of Fernandina Port Authority, 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the 
State Road Department of the State of Florida 
that it hereby agrees to the requests contained 
in said resolution of the Board of Commissioners 
of Fernandina Port Authority, subject to the 
following conditions: 

1. That the Boards of County Commissioners 
of the Counties of Nassau and Duval will each 
adopt appropriate resolution authorizing, agree¬ 
ing and consenting for the State Road Depart¬ 
ment of Florida to pledge not to exceed Forty 
Thousand ($40,000) Dollars annually for a period 
not to exceed Thirty (30) years from the 80% 
surplus gasoline tax accruing to the credit of 
each of said counties. 

2. That no payments will be made by said 
Authority from said funds derived from the is¬ 
suance of said revenue bonds for any account or 
purpose whatever unless the same shall first be 
approved by the Consulting Engineer of the 
Authority; and that no contracts or agreement 
of any kind calling for payments from said bond 
funds shall hereafter be entered into without 
first securing the approval of the Consulting 
Engineer of the Authority. 

3. That if any balance remains of said revenue 
bond funds after all costs of construction and all 
costs of financing the construction of said Toll 
Road are paid, the same shall be devoted to the 
retirement of said bonds. 

4. That all rental payments to make up defi¬ 
ciencies in debt service annual requirements and 
to create a two years reserve fund for debt ser¬ 
vice under the lease-purchase agreement herein¬ 
after agreed to be entered into covering said 
Toll Road, shall be made from the eighty per 
cent surplus gasoline tax funds accruing to the 
State Road Department for use in Nassau County 
and in Duval County in the manner provided in 
this paragraph. 

The State Road Department will pay to the 
State Board of Administration for debt service 
on said revenue bonds the first forty-thousand 
($40,000) dollars principal amount of the eighty 
per cent surplus gasoline tax funds accruing to 
said State Road Department for use in Duval 
County and the first forty thousand dollars 
($40,000) principal amount of the eighty per 
cent surplus gasoline tax funds accruing to said 
State Road Department for use in Nassau County. 


To the extent not needed for current debt ser¬ 
vices on said revenue bonds such gasoline tax 
funds shall, together with any net receipts of 
said Toll Road not needed for current debt ser¬ 
vice, be placed in a reserve fund with said State 
Board of Administration for said revenue bonds. 
Whenever there shall have been deposited in said 
reserve fund, and as long as there shall remain 
in said reverse fund, an amount equal to the 
next two ensuing years debt service on said 
revenue bonds, no further payments shall be 
made into such reserve fund; however, that any 
withdrawals from such reserve fund shall be re¬ 
stored as soon as possible from said gasoline 
tax funds for use in Duval County and Nassau 
County and such net receipts from said Toll Road 
not needed for current debt service. Whenever 
such debt service reserve fund shall eontain the 
full amount provided for herein, the State Road 
Department shall pay to the State Board of 
Administration for debt service on said revenue 
bonds only so much of the eighty per cent sur¬ 
plus gasoline tax funds accruing to the State 
Road Department for use in Duval County and 
Nassau County as shall be necessary to pay the 
remainder due on such debt service after the 
application for such debt service of the net re¬ 
ceipts from tolls and toll charges for said Toll 
Road, not, however, to exceed the amount of 
$40,000 of such gasoline tax funds accruing so 
said State Road Department for use in each of 
said counties in each year. 

The moneys in said reserve fund shall be used 
by the State Board of Administration only for 
the payment of maturing principal of and in¬ 
terest on said revenue bonds whenever the net 
receipts from tolls and toll charges for said Toll 
Road and said gasoline tax funds referred to 
above are insufficient therefor. 

If, however, said lease-purchase agreement for 
any reason expire or terminate prior to the 
payment, satisfaction or retirement of all said 
revenue bonds, then the State Road Department 
will pay the first $40,000 of said eighty per cent 
surplus gasoline tax funds accruing to said State 
Road Department for use in each of said coun¬ 
ties to Fernandina Port Authority for debt ser¬ 
vice on said revenue bonds until all of said 
revenue bonds have been paid, satisfied or re¬ 
tired, including any refundings thereof, under 
the same terms and conditions that such gasoline 
tax funds would have been paid to the State 
Board of Administration if said lease-purchase 
agreement had not expired or terminated. 

Such payments for debt service on said revenue 
bonds shall be and constitute a first, prior and 
superior lien on said eighty per cent surplus 
gasoline tax funds accruing to the State Road 
Department for use in Duval County and Nassau 
County, over and ahead of all charges, liens or 
commitments of any kind whatsoever hereafter 
made or insured or placed on such eighty per 
cent surplus gasoline tax funds. The pledge of 
such eighty per cent surplus gasoline tax funds 
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made herein shall be deemed to have been made 
for the benefit of the holders from time to time 
of the $4,600,000 revenue bonds (and any addi¬ 
tional parity revenue bonds issued with the ap¬ 
proval of the State Road Department to com¬ 
plete said Toll Road) and shall be enforceable in 
any court of competent jurisdiction by the 
holders of such bonds, or of the coupons ap¬ 
pertaining thereto, against either the State Road 
Department, Fernandina Port Authority, Duval 
County, Nassau County, State Board of Admini¬ 
stration, or any other agency of the State, said 
Counties or said authority having any duties 
concerning the collection, administration and dis¬ 
bursing of such gasoline tax funds. 

5. That the tolls or toll charges to be fixed 
and determined for said Toll Road, and all parts 
thereof, including bridges and ferries, by the 
Board of Port Commissioners of said Fernandina 
Port Authority shall be subject to the approval of 
the State Road Department. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED by the State 
Road Department that immediately upon the 
completion of said Toll Road and payment of all 
bills, costs and accounts incurred in connection 
with the financing and construction of said Toll 
Road, excepting, however, the outstanding prin¬ 
cipal and interest due on said revenue bonds, 
it (the said Department) will duly execute as 
Lessee, a lease-purchase agreement with the 
Board of Port Commissioners of Fernandina Port 
Authority, as Lessor, covering said Toll Road, 
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which lease-purchase agreement shall be in the 
words and figures as follows: 

NEW FERNANDINA PORT AUTHORITY TOLL 
ROAD LEASE-PURCHASE AGREEMENT 
THIS AGREEMENT, made and entered into in 
triplicate this 21st day of October, 1948, by and 
between BOARD OF PORT COMMISSIONERS OF 
FERNANDINA PORT AUTHORITY, hereinafter 
referred to as the “Board”, and the STATE ROAD 
DEPARTMENT OF FLORIDA, hereinafter referred 
to as the “Department”. 

WHEREAS, it is deemed by the parties that 
this agreement providing for the Lease-Purchase 
by the State of New Fernandina Port Authority 
Toll Road, being an essential connecting link in 
the State Road System of Florida, is advisable 
and to the best interest of the State, Fernandina 
Port Authority, Duval County and Nassau County; 
and 

WHEREAS, the Board is authorized by law to 
lease and/or sell the Toll Road and the Depart¬ 
ment is authorized by law to lease and/or buy 
said Toll Road. 

WITNESSETH: 

That for and in consideration of the sum of 
One and no/100 ($1.00) Dollar, this day paid by 
each party hereto to the other, the receipt where¬ 
of is hereby acknowledged and in further con¬ 
sideration of the mutual and dependent covenants 
of the parties hereto and other good and valu¬ 
able considerations as hereafter set forth, the 
Board does by these presents lease to the De¬ 
partment, its successors and assigns, that certain 
new toll road with connecting bridges and ferry 
connection, commencing at the intersection of 
State Road No. 105 with the road known as Ger- 
bing Road at Amelia City in Nassau County, and 
extending south as a continuation of said State 
Road No. 105 on Amelia Island and across Nassau 
Sound to Big Talbot Island, and thence across 
Fort George River to connect Hecksher Drive at 
Fort George in the adjoining County of Duval 
County, and including also a toll road and ferry 
connection from said State Road No. 105 across 
St. Johns River at Mayport, hereinafter referred 
to as Toll Road, in the State of Florida, together 
with connecting bridges and ferry, and the ap¬ 
proaches and rights of way thereto, and complete 
detailed plans of said Toll Road, bridges, ferry 
and operating machinery. 

TO HAVE AND TO HOLD the same together 
with the franchise, riparian rights and other 
rights, easements, equipment, devices and appur¬ 
tenances thereto belonging or in anywise apper¬ 
taining, unto the said Department, its successors 
and assigns, for a period of and a term to begin 
with and run from this date and to end at such 
time as all of the bonds issued to finance the 
construction of said Toll Road with interest 
thereon shall have been paid, satisfied and retired 
or their retirement shall have been provided for 
by law but not to exceed in any event thirty (30) 
years from the date hereof, it being the intention 
of said Board to lease said Toll Road to the De¬ 
partment until all of the obligations incurred by 
the Board evidenced by bonds and interest there¬ 
on (or refundings thereof) shall be retired or 
their retirement provided for during the period 
of thirty (30) years from the date hereof, and so 
long as the Department shall keep, comply with 
and perform the terms and conditions of this 
Agreement hereinafter set forth: 

The Department on its part agrees and does 
hereby lease and take over from said Board all 
of the above described property appurtenant 
thereto and in consideration thereof, does hereby 
promise and agree to and with said Board as 
follows: 

The Department will pay reniais for said Toll 
Road, not less than twenty days prior to the due 
dates on which any of the principal and/or in¬ 
terest on the bonds shall become payable, such 
sum or sums of money as shall be equal and 
sufficient to pay the remainder due on the prin¬ 
cipals and interest as they severally become due 
after the application of the net receipts from 
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tolls and toll charges hereinafter mentioned, foT 
so long as any of such bonds or interest thereon 
shall be outstanding and unpaid, and to create 
a reserve fund therefor at the times and in the 
manner provided in a resolution adopted by the 
State Road Department of Florida on the 14th 
day of October, 1948. Provided, that said rental 
shall be paid from the eighty per cent surplus 
gasoline tax funds accruing to the State Road 
Department for use in Duval County and in 
Nassau County under the provisions of the Con¬ 
stitution of Florida, in the manner provided in 
said resolution adopted by the State Road De¬ 
partment of Florida on the 14th day of October, 
1948. Provided further, that such rentals shall be 
paid direct to the State Board* of Administration 
of the State of Florida for application pursuant 
to the provisions of Chapter 21853, Laws of 
Florida, Acts of 1943. It is understood that the 
Board will at all times during the continuance 
of this agreement, operate said Toll Road and 
fix and determine and collect tolls and toll 
charges from all persons using the facilities of 
said Toll Road and in fixing and determining the 
amounts of said tolls and toll charges, the Board 
will take into consideration the amounts needed 
to pay the principal and interest of the bonds 
herein mentioned as they severally mature; pro¬ 
vided, however, the amounts of said tolls and 
toll charges shall not be fixed, determined, 
changed or modified without first securing ap¬ 
proval thereof by the Department. That after 
deducting the cost of operating said Toll Road, 
the Board shall remit the net receipts to the 
Department monthly or at such times as the 
Department shall specify and in connection with 
the collection of said tolls and toll charges, the 
Board shall keep a detailed account of receipts 
upon such form as shall be prescribed by the 
Auditor of the Department and shall keep a de¬ 
tailed account of the expenditures of operation 
of said Toll Road upon a form to be prescribed 
by the Auditor of the Department; provided that 
at least 30 days before said Toll Road is opened 
for travel, the Board shall submit a fiscal budget 
to the Department for the first year’s operation 
of said Toll Road, and a similar budget shall be 
submitted to the Department for each succeeding 
year’s operation of the Toll Road at least 30 
days before the beginning of each of such years. 
Such budgets shall each be subject to the ap¬ 
proval, change or modification by the Department 
and no expenditures shall be made by the Board 
for the operation of said Toll Road during any 
budget year unless such budget shall have first 
been approved by the Department; provided that 
the budget of any year may be changed or modi¬ 
fied by the Board at any time with the approval 
of the Department.

That the Department shall pay direct to the 
State Board of Administration of the State of 
Florida, all tolls and toll charges remitted to it 
by the Board as herein provided for application 
for payment on the bonds and interest thereon 
as they severally mature or are retired; and the 
State Board of Administration shall have all the 
powers with reference to the subject matter here¬ 
in as is contemplated and provided by Chapter 
21853, Laws of Florida, Acts of 1943.

The Department will at all times during the 
continuance of this agreement maintain the Toll 
Road in good repair and in sound operating con¬ 
dition and will make all necessary repairs, re¬ 
newals and replacements. The Department will 
pay the cost of repairs, renewals and replace¬ 
ments for that part of the Toll Road from the 
landing of the bridge on the southern end of 
Big Talbot Island Connecting Big Talbot Island 
with Little Talbot Island, to the landing of the 
bridge on Fort George Island connecting Little 
Talbot Island with Fort George Island, from 
funds of the State Road Department. The costs 
of repairs, renewals and replacements for the 
remainder of the Toll Road shall be made from 
funds derived from tolls and toll charges as pro¬ 
vided in this agreement and in the resolutions 
of the Board of Port Commissioners of Fernan¬ 
dina Port Authority.

The Department will at all times keep all of 
said property insured for the benefit of the 
Board or the Department, as their interests shall 
appear.

The Department does further covenant and 
agree with the Board that if the Department 
shall fail to make the rental payments or to 
remit the tolls and toll cherges herein mentioned 
required by this agreement or shall fail or refuse

lease shall expire or terminate for any reason 
other than the payment, satisfaction or retire¬ 
ment of all of the said bonds o: the Board 

herein referred to, then the Department will 

return to the Board the said Toll Road, and all 
parts thereof and all of the property described 
herein cr in any manner appertaining thereto 
including any additions to or renewals thereo’.

The State Read Department will pay to the 
State Board of Administration for debt service 
on said revenue bonds the first forty thousand 
($40,000) dollars principal amount of the eighty 
per cent surplus gasoline tax funds accruing to 
the said State Road Department for use in Duval 
County and the first forty thousand dollars 
($40,000) principal amount of the eighty per cent 
surplus gasoline tax funds accruing to said State 
Road Department for use in Nassau County. To 
the extent not needed for current debt service 
on said revenue bonds such gasoline tax funds 
shall, together with any net receipts of said 
Toll Road not needed for current debt service, 
be placed in a reserve fund with said State Board 
of Administration for said revenue bonds. When¬ 
ever there shall have been deposited in said re¬ 
serve fund, and as long as there shall remain in 
said reserve fund, an amount equal to the next 
two ensuing years debt service on said revenue 
bonds, no further payments shall be made into 
such reserve fund; however, that any with¬ 
drawals from such reserve fund shall be restored 
as soon as possible from said gasoline tax funds 
for use in Duval County and Nassau County and 
such net receipts from said Toll Road not needed 
for current debt service. Whenever such debt 
service reserve fund shall contain the full amount 
provided for herein, the State Road Department 
shall pay to the State Board of Administration 
for debt service on said revenue bonds only so 
much of the eighty per cent surplus gasoline tax 
funds accruing to the State Road Department for 
use in Duval County and Nassau County as shall 
be necessary to pay the remainder due on such 
debt service after the application for such debt 
service of the net receipts from tolls and toll 
charges for said Toll Road, not, however, to ex¬ 
ceed the amount of $40,000 of such gasoline tai 
funds accruing to said State Road Department 
for use in each of said counties in each year. 

If and when the Department shall have per¬ 
formed all of the covenants hereunder, and shall 
have paid the rental hereinabove provided for 
the full term of the lease, then the title and 
absolute ownership to all the property included 
in the lease shall thereupon immediately be 
vested in the State of Florida in fee simple; and 
the Board covenants and agrees to and will 
thereupon deliver to the Department such deeds 
and conveyances as may be necessary or con¬ 
venient to vest full title and ownership of all 
of said property in the State of Florida.

Mr. Fultz reported to the Board that in re¬ 
sponse to a request from the State Game and 
Fresh Water Fish Commission that State Road 
94 (south of the Tamiami Trail in Dade, Monroe 
and Collier Counties) be kept closed to traffic 
during the period of high water, for the pro¬ 
tection of wild life seeking refuge on the fill, 
he had conferred with Division Engineer Watson 
and they had ordered the road closed. On a 
motion by Mr. Fultz and seconded by Mr. Camp¬ 
bell, the Board confirmed and ratified this action 
and agreed that the said road should be kept 
closed as long as may appear necessary. 

EXCHANGE OF ROCK PITS WITH 
SNAPPER CREEK LAND CO., ON 
TAMIAMI TRAIL, DADE COUNTY 

Mr. Fultz presented to the Board a request 
made by the Snapper Creek Land Company, 
through Mr. Hollis Rinehart of Miami, their rep¬ 
resentative, for an exchange of rock pits on the 
Tamiami Trail about six miles west of Miami. 

On motion by Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. Car¬ 
leton, the following resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED that the Chairman and the 
Secretary be and they are hereby authorized to 
execute the proper papers for the release of land 
covered by SRD Deed No. 8, Old Project 6690B, 
Road 27 (old) Warranty Deed from Snapper 
Creek Land Co. recorded in Deed Book 2147, 
Page 523, records of Dade County, (the west half 
of which has already been reconveyed); also the 
land covered by SRD Deed No. 80 Old Project 
669-B, Road 27 (old) Warranty Deed from 
Snapper Creek Land Company, recorded in Deed 
Book 2201, Page 142, records of Dade County, 
in exchange for the land described as follows: 

NE 14 of SE*4 of SE 14 and the East 35.60

SURVEY FOR PROPOSED TUNNEL 
UNDER MIAMI RIVER IN MIAMI 

Mr. Fultz advised the Board that he had been 
informed that both the City of Miami and the 
Board of County Commissioners of Dade County 
were interested in having a survey made to de¬ 
termine the practicability of constructing a 
tunnel under the Miami River so that traffic may 
continue from U. S. Highway No. 1 on Biscayne 
Avenue south into Brickell Avenue rather than 
having to turn to the west on Second Street SE 
and go over a drawbridge, and were desirous that 
the Road Department participate in the cost of 
such survey. 

On motion by Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. 
Guernsey, the following resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED that upon receipt of formal 
request from Dade County and the City of Miami 
for State Road Department participation in such 
a survey, and assurance that the City and County 
will furnish two-thirds of its cost, and providing 
the overall cost would not exceed the sum of 
$15,000, the State Road Department hereby agrees 
to pay the other third of the cost, but in no 
event more than $5,000. 

REQUEST FOR RELEASE OF PART OF 
R/W TO A. J. CHURCHILL ROAD 25 

Mr. William Lantaff, Attorney, representing 
A. J. Churchill, asked that the Department re¬ 
lease a part of the right of way on Road 25 in 
Hialeah, where an apartment house encroaches 
on the right of way up to 36 feet from the 
centerline. 

Mr. Lantaff was advised that the request 
should be made through the usual channels to 


the Trustees of the I. I. Board, who in turn would 
make application to the State Road Department 
for release. On motion by Mr. Fultz, seconded 
by Mr. Guernsey, the Board agreed that when 
such application is received, the Department will 
release the difference between the easement 
called for in the Murphy deed covering this 
parcel of land and a line 33 feet from the center- 
line of the highway. 

BRADFORD COUNTY—TRANSMISSION 
LINE ON STATE ROAD 18 

The Board gave consideration to correspondence 
relative to the relocation of the R. E. A. pole line 
on Road 18 between Theressa and Hampton in 
Bradford County, and the resolution of the Board 
of County Commissioners of Bradford County 
requesting the State Road Department to proceed 
to do this work, the cost of which had been esti¬ 
mated to be approximately $11,191.58, and charge 
the same against the 1949 surplus gas tax to 
accrue to said County. 

On motion of Mr. Guernsey, seconded by Mr. 
Fultz, the Board agreed to proceed with this 
work, in line with the request of the Bradford 
Countv Board of County Commissioners in their 
resolution adopted September 20, 1948. 

BREVARD COUNTY—TITLE TO OLD 
BRIDGE AT TITUSVILLE 

The Secretary presented a resolution adopted 
by the City Council of the City of Titusville under 
date of September 7, 1948, requesting the State 
Road Department to transfer to the City of 
Titusville the title to the old bridge across the 
Indian River in said City, upon the completion of 
the new bridge. The Members felt that since the 
new bridge will not be completed under this ad¬ 
ministration, the City should present its request 
at some later time to the new Board that it 
might be considered when the construction of the 
new bridge is nearing completion. 

BROWARD COUNTY—DELEGATION 
AND REQUESTS 

Messrs. John Y. Lloyd, County Attorney, and 
Hugh D. Stillman were present from Broward 
County. Mr. Stillman spoke of the right of way 
on U. S. Highway 1 through Pinehurst subdivision 
at Pompano Beach, stating that in one block the 
buildings are 40 feet from the highway and in 
another block they are very close, and he asked 
that all in excess of 40 feet from the centerline 
of the highway be returned to the original 
owners. 

On motion of Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. 
Campbell, the Chairman, State Highway Engi¬ 
neer and the Division Engineer were asked to 
make a study of this situation for report at the 
next meeting. 

R/W FOR STATE ROAD 816, ACCESS 
BETWEEN U.S. 1 AND ROAD 9 

Mr. Lloyd told the Board that right of way for 
State Road 816, known locally as the Oakland 
Park Road, about 4y 2 miles long and proposed 
to be used as an access road between U. S. High¬ 
way 1 and State Road 9, would cost about 
$100,000. The Board considered this amount ex¬ 
cessive and advised that they would look around 
for another location for this access road. 

TRAFFIC PROBLEM IN FORT 
LAUDERDALE 

Those present in connection with the nroposed 
construction of tunnels in Fort Lauderdale were: 
Mayor Reed Bryan, Jos. C. Mackey, Thos. W. 
Austin and H. J. Newsham, City Commissioners. 
E. L. Patterson, City Engineer, T. O. Berryhill, 
City Attorney, C. M. Roberts, City Manager, J. 
B. Fraser of the Chamber of Commerce, W. E. 
Greoene, R. T. Gallion, and two tunnel engi¬ 
neers, Wayne Palmer and W. R. Smith from the 
firm of Palmer and Baker, Inc., Consulting En¬ 
gineers, of Mobile, Alabama. 

Mayor Bryan introduced Mr. Palmer who pre¬ 
sented plans on three different locations where 
tunnels or bridges are needed to handle traffic 
at Fort Lauderdale: (1) Las Olas Boulevard at 
the Intracoastal Waterway, (2) U. S. Highway 
No. 1 at New River, and (3) S. E. 17th Street at 
Stranahan River. He presented as their recom¬ 
mendations, that the City proceed with a tunnel 
at Las Olas Boulevard, and that the State Road 
Department be requested to obtain Federal As¬ 
sistance and put in a tunnel on U. S. Highway 
1 at New River. 

Mr. Palmer estimated the cost of a high level 
bridge on Las Olas Boulevard would be $4,600,000, 
and that of a lift span bridge $2,425,000. He said 
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the cost of a tunnel would be about $3,125,000, 
or about $800,000 more than the lift span bridge, 
but the bridge would result in as much inter¬ 
ference with water traffic and vehicular traffic 
as there is now, and he stated that the life of 
a tunnel is about 100 years, as compared with 
about 20 to 25 years for the bridge. His esti¬ 
mate on the cost of the tunnel on U. S. Highway 
1 was $3,370,000, plus land damages and takings 
estimated at $200,000, and that it would be about 
1800 feet long. He also suggested that there 
would be a saving of between IV 2 and 10 per 
cent if the two structures could be built together. 

He suggested that the Las Olas tunnel could 
be financed by the City of Fort Lauderdale by 
toll revenue bonds, to pay off in 16 to 18 years, 
at a toll of about ten cents, and if there should 
arise any question as to authority to convert an 
existing free bridge to a toll structure this could 
be taken care of at the next session of the 
Legislature. He said that special studies have 
been made by Coverdale and Colpitts and special 
bond analysts. 

Mayor Bryan requested that the Department 
transfer to the proposed U. S. Highway 1 tunnel 
any funds that may have been set up for Las 
Olas Boulevard, and asked the Board Members 
if they did not think this would be the best way 
to handle the problem. 

On motion of Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. 
Guernsey, the following resolution was adopted: 

WHEREAS, a serious condition of traffi' con¬ 
gestion exists in the City of Fort Lauderdale, 
because of the conflict of vehicular and water¬ 
way traffic, there being approximately 275 miles 
of waterways within the City of Fort Lauder¬ 
dale, which traffic congestion is a great economic 
loss and inconvenience to the public, the City, 
and to the residents of the vicinity; and 

WHEREAS, these conditions are especially criti¬ 
cal at two locations, namely: at the crossing of 
Las Olas Boulevard over the intracoastal water¬ 
way which separates the town section from the 
beach section, and at the crossing of U. S. High¬ 
way No. 1 over New River, which bisects the 
City of Fort Lauderdale; and 

WHEREAS, the City of Fort Lauderdale has 
sought and been furnished the results of com¬ 
prehensive investigations of the problem, includ¬ 
ing scientific traffic and economical studies made 
by the internationally known firm of Coverdale 
and Colpitts, and detailed engineering studies and 
reports by the nationally known firm of Palmer 
and Baker, Inc., Consulting Engineers; and 

WHEREAS, the officials of the City of Fort 
Lauderdale together with their consulting engi¬ 
neers have presented to the Florida State Road 
Department a full report of the results of these 
studies which demonstrate that the conditions 
can best be remedied by the construction of 
subaqueous tunnels at each of the above stated 
locations; and 

WHEREAS, Las Olas Boulevard forms the con¬ 
necting link over the intracoastal waterway for 
State Road A1A, which is maintained by the 
State Road Department of Florida; and 

WHEREAS, the officials of the City of Fort 
Lauderdale have agreed that if State Road A1A 
is relocated from East Las Olas Boulevard to 
N. E. 10th Street they will undertake at their 
own expense to construct such a tunnel to be 
financed entirely by a revenue bond issue to be 
paid from toll charges; and 

WHEREAS, in the preliminary studies it was 
contemplated that when the work was under¬ 
taken the State Road Department would expend 
$£00,000 toward the improvement of the Las 
Olas Bridge crossing over the intracoastal water¬ 
way at East Las Olas Boulevard; and under the 
plan now proposed, for the City of Fort Lauder¬ 
dale to construct this crossing at its expense, 
the Department will be relieved from making 
this expenditure, 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the 
said State Road Department of the State of 
Florida: 

1. That the State Road Department concurs in 
and endorses the recommendation of the City 
Commission of the City of Fort Lauderdale in 
proposing the construction of subaqueous tunnels 
at the Las Olas Boulevard crossing of the intra¬ 
coastal waterway as above proposed, and at the 
crossing of U. S. Highway No. 1 at New River. 

2. That at such time as the City of Fort 
Lauderdale is prepared to start construction of 


a tunnel under the intracoastal waterway at 
Las Olas Boulevard the State Road Department 
will abandon that portion of such Highway A1A 
as is required for the tunnel and its immediate 
approaches, and such other portions of the High¬ 
way as may be later determined by it, and will 
designate N. E. 10th Street, running west from 
Atlantic Boulevard to U. S. Highway No. 1 as a 
new route for said Highway No. A1A. 

3. That it is hereby recommended to our suc¬ 
cessors in office that they consider favorably 
the advisability of appropriating $500,000, which 
was the sum originally considered to be spent 
by the State Road Department in the improve¬ 
ment of the crossing at East Las Olas Boulevard 
over the Intracoastal Waterway, toward the 
acquisition of right of way, preparation of plans 
and specifications and other preliminary expenses, 
looking to the improvement of the crossing of 
U. S. Highway No. 1 at New River. 

RELEASE OF ROCK PIT RESERVATION 
ON CERTAIN LOTS OF HIGHLAND 
PARK 

Mr. Lloyd advised the Board that in an en¬ 
deavor to straighten out the acquisition of land 
for use as a rock pit, Broward County exchanged 
some lands with Sadie White of Jamestown, N. 
D. and requested the Trustees of the I. I. Fund 
to release restrictions on lots in Blocks 12 and 
13 of Unit 2, a Subdivision in Section 33, Town¬ 
ship 50 South, Range 42 East, Broward County. 
Included in Block 12 were Lots 16, 17 and 18 
upon which is a reservation allowing the State 
Road Department to make use of said lands for 
procuring rock for use on any state road in the 
county. At the time of the exchange of properties 
with Sadie White the County was not aware of 
the State Road Department’s interest; and fur¬ 
ther, through a misunderstanding restrictions 
were released on Blocks 4 and 5 of Unit No. 1 
instead of Blocks 12 and 13 in Unit No. 2, which 
error was not discovered until recently, and now 
since these lots in Block 12 do not abut any 
present state road, the County requests the Road 
Department to concur in the releasing of restric¬ 
tions on Lots 16, 17 and 18 of Block 12. 

On motion of Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. 
Guernsey, the Board voted to recommend, subject 
to concurrence by the Division Engineer, that 
reservation for use as a rock pit be released on 
Lots 16, 17 and 18, Block 12 of Highland Park, 
Unit No. 2, a subdivision in Section 33, Town¬ 
ship 50 South, Range 42 East, Broward County. 

DeSOTO COUNTY—REQUEST FOR 
ROUTE FOR ROAD 70 THROUGH 
ARCADIA 

The Board considered resolutions from the City 
of Arcadia and the Board of County Commis¬ 
sioners of DeSoto County requesting that the 
designated route of Road 70 through the City 
of Arcadia be changed to the following: Begin¬ 
ning at the City Limits on the East side of 
Arcadia, running West on Oak Street to Brevard 
Avenue; thence North on Brevard Avenue to 
Hickory Street, then West on Hickory Street to 
the City Limits on the West side of the City. 
Both resolutions gave the change in local traffic 
conditions as their reason for requesting the 
revision of the designation from that now in 
use, which was formerly made by the State Road 
Department at the joint request of the City and 
the County. 

On motion by Mr. Campbell, seconded by Mr. 
Carleton, the Board agreed to the proposed 
change in route of Road 70 through the City of 
Arcadia, provided the Board of County Commis¬ 
sioners of DeSoto County will pledge the use of 
their 80% surplus for any construction or re¬ 
construction which may be found necessary as a 
result of the designation over the proposed route. 

DeSOTO, MANATEE AND SARASOTA 
COUNTIES—REQUESTS RE ROADS 
70 AND 72 ARCADIA WEST 

Those making up this joint delegation were, 

From DeSoto County: H. C. Avant, Chairman, 
and Harry Sloat, Thos. E. Pavey, S. M. Smith 
and Dana Jones, Members of the Board of County 
Commissioners, C. R. Smith, Attorney for the 
Commissioners, and Mayor S. C. Smith of 
Arcadia. 

From Manatee County: Chairman W. A. Gil- 
lett, Commissioner J. M. Haynes, and Represen¬ 
tative J. Ben Fuqua, who is also County Attorney. 

From Sarasota County: Representative Jerry 


Collins, Chairman W. S. Harris of the Board of 
County Commissioners, Frank Evans, County At¬ 
torney, Millard Davidson, Secretary of the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce, and Wendell F. Conlee, Presi¬ 
dent of the Junior Chamber of Commerce. 

Mr. Fuqua spoke for the combined delegation 
and told the Board they came in interest of 
the two roads from the West into Arcadia; that 
Manatee County requested that Road 70 be con¬ 
structed over its present route from Arcadia to 
a point on said road known as the Nineteen 
Mile Post, thence west to Oneco to intersect 
with the Range Line Road in Manatee County, 
thence west to intersect the Tamiami Trail. He 
said that his County had pledged all the money 
available on the Parrish-Manhattan Road and 
has none for the project being requested. 

Mr. Fuqua also spoke of Road 72 from Arcadia 
through the Myakka River State Park to its 
intersection with the Tamiami Trail at Sarasota, 
part of which is in the 1948 budget, and said 
that the Counties of Manatee and Sarasota were 
in accordance in not wanting anything else to 
interfere with the continuance of the work on 
this Arcadia-Sarasota road, but that Sarasota 
County also joined in asking for some commit¬ 
ment on Road 70 also. 

Chairman Harris of Sarasota County expressed 
appreciation for what is in the budget, since it 
is badly needed. He said they would be delighted 
to see Manatee County get Road 70 too. 

The Chairman advised that the original project 
on Road 72 still stands, and that this Board 
would recommend to the new Board that the 
other project also be included in the budget. 

DRAINAGE PROBLEM AT NEPTUNE 
BEACH, DUVAL COUNTY, PROJECT 
7210-107, ROAD A1A 

Mr. Guernsey presented a request from the 
Town of Neptune Beach for assistance in taking 
care of a high-water drainage problem. 

On motion by Mr. Guernsey, seconded by Mr. 
Fultz, the Board agreed to go ahead with Project 
7210-107 on Road A1A as the project is now set 
up, as far as its funds will permit, in order to 
get certain work done that is necessary before 
the Town of Neptune Beach can proceed with its 
civic drainage problem. 

GREENSBORO, GADSDEN COUNTY, 
REQUEST FOR SIDEWALK ON 
ROAD 12 

Consideration was given to a resolution from 
the Board of County Commissioners of Gadsden 
County, asking that a sidewalk be constructed 
along the north side of State Road 12 com¬ 
mencing at the Greensboro High School and 
extending to a point where said Road 12 joins 
State Road 167 in the Town of Greensboro, for 
the safe use of students attending the said 
school, using the necessary amount from the 80% 
surplus funds of Gadsden County for payment of 
the cost of such construction. 

On motion of Mr. Campbell, seconded by Mr. 
Fultz, the Board approved this request and or¬ 
dered the work done under the terms set out in 
the resolution. 

HARDEE COUNTY—REQUEST FOR 
IMPROVEMENT ROAD 64 

The request from Hardee County for the re¬ 
surfacing of Road 64 from Ona to the Manatee 
County Line was considered in the light of the 
estimate of the cost of this work as prepared by 
the Division Engineer. 

On motion by Mr. Campbell, seconded by Mr. 
Guernsey, it was agreed that since this section of 
road is not on the State Maintained System, the 
Board would not be justified in authorizing the 
expenditure of a sum in the approximate amount 
of $19,000 for this work, and the request was 
not approved. 

HIGHLANDS COUNTY—RE PROPOSED 
OVERPASS ROAD 17 AT LAKEMONT 

The Board received a letter from Highlands 
County Board of County Commissioners request¬ 
ing the State Road Department to refund to the 
S' aboard Air Line Railway Company a sum of 
$3,000, being the amount the said Company con¬ 
tributed in 1941 towards the acquisition of right, 
of way for the proposed overpass to cross said 
Railway by State Road 17, when the County was 
asked by the Department to acquire this right 
of way, but which said Company now expects to 
be refunded unless the overpass is to be 
constructed. 
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It was the consensus of the Board that there 
are no funds which could be used for this re¬ 
quested refund, nor could it be determined at 
this time whether the overpass will be constructed 
in the future or not. 


HIGHLANDS COUNTY DELEGATION 

Those present from Highlands County were 
Chairman N. B. Jackson of the Board of County 
Commissioners, and Messrs. L. D. Smith and Jack 
Sims of Lake Placid. They advised the Board 
that they had come in the interest of Road 621, 
but had been advised that it is to be let to 
contract and they just wished to express their 


appreciation. 

HILLSBOROUGH COUNTY—R/W FOR 
ROAD 600 

A resolution from the Board of County Com¬ 
missioners of Hillsborough County asked the 
Road Department to join in giving assurance to 
C. M. Lankford and Lizzie Carter Lankford, his 
wife, owners of certain property needed for the 
reconstruction and widening of State Road 600 
(Hillsboro Avenue), against the erection of a 
fence within the right of way of a certain ditch. 

On motion of Mr. Campbell, seconded by Mr. 
Guernsey, the Board voted to join with the 
Board of County Commissioners of Hillsborough 
County in the agreement entered into with C. 
M. Lankford and Lizzie Carter Lankford, his 
wife, as set out in that certain resolution 
adopted by said Board of County Commissioners 
on October 8, 1948, relating to property acquired 
from the said Lankfords for State Road 600. 


LEASE OF LAND WITHIN R/W OF 
COURTNEY CAMPBELL PARKWAY 
TO CITY OF TAMPA FOR 
MUNICIPAL RECREATION 
PARK 

On motion of Mr. Campbell, seconded by Mr. 
Guernsey, the following resolution was adopted: 

WHEREAS, the City of Tampa has made appli¬ 
cation to this Department for the lease of certain 
lands on the bay side, within the right of way of 
the Courtney Campbell Parkway, with permission 
to build it up by pumping from the bay bottom 
and connecting it with the Parkway, for develop¬ 
ment and use as a municipal recreation park, 
at no cost to the State Road Department, 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that 
when the exact location has been agreed upon 
and plans for its development and use approved 
by the Chairman, State Highway Engineer and 
the Attorney for the Department, the Chairman 
and Secretary of this Department be and they 
are hereby authorized to execute on the part of 
the Department a long-term lease with the 
City of Tampa for the said lands agreed upon 
and for such use as approved. 

SURVEY IN LAFAYETTE COUNTY 

The Board received a resolution from the 
Board of County Commissioners of LaFayette 
County requesting that a survey be made of 
that certain State Road which originates at 
Cooks Hammock in LaFayette County and runs 
in a southeasterly direction to the LaFayette- 
Dixie County Line, the costs of the said survey 
to be charged against the surplus gasoline monies 
to the credit of the said County. 

On motion by Mr. Guernsey, seconded by Mr. 
Fultz the request was approved and the survey 
ordered made. 

LEVY COUNTY 

Chairman J. G. Newsom of the Board of 
County Commissioners, and Mr. Fred Le Sueur 
were present from Levy County. Mr. Newsom 
asked if it were not possible to get construction 
started on the road from Lebanon Station to 
Williston this year. He was advised that a survey 
had been made but that the Department holds 
no right of way on this road. In reply he stated 
that the County could acquire the right of way 
as soon as the deeds covering same have been 
prepared and furnished them. 

MARTIN COUNTY—RIGHT OF WAY 
FOR ROAD 5 

A resolution from the Board of County Com¬ 
missioners of Martin County requested that the 
Department change its right of way line in 
Section 8901 of State Road 5 (Old Road 4) in 
said county by moving it so that its right of 
way extends fifty feet easterly from the center- 
line of said highway and one hundred and fifty 
feet westerly from the centerline of said high¬ 


way, for reasons set out in the said resolution. 

Upon recommendation of the engineers, by 
motion made by Mr. Fultz and seconded by Mr. 
Guernsey, the request was denied. 

PALM BEACH COUNTY—CORRECTION 
OF MINUTES OF JULY 26, 1948 
Improvement of Road 80 
On motion of Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. 
Guernsey, the following resolution was adopted: 

WHEREAS, Palm Beach County Commissioners 
have not approved the allocation of the $50,000 
from the County’s 80% surplus fund for use in 
improving State Road 80 between South Bay 
and Clewiston, as set out in the Road Depart¬ 
ment’s resolution adopted at its meeting on July 
26, 1948, 

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that that part 
of the resolution of this Department adopted 
July 26, 1948 and recorded under the caption 

“Allocation of 80% Surplus in Palm Beach 
County,” relating to Road 80 be and it is hereby 
cancelled and rescinded. 

PALM BEACH COUNTY—DELEGATION 
county Attorney Harry A. Johnston. Chairman 
John Prince of the Board of County Commis¬ 
sioners, and A. A. Poston were present from 
Palm Beach County. 

Removal of Buildings from R/W 
of Road 9 

Mr. Johnston told the Board that there were 
about twelve residents on the right of way of 
Road 9, Section 9322-202, that will have to be 
moved. He said the County had received bids on 
the removal of these houses and desired to take 
some action, so he asked that the Department 
give the Division Engineer authority to decide 
on and advise the Board of County Commissioners 
of Palm Beach County to accept or reject these 
bids and other bids of a similar nature, and 
give the Chairman and Secretary authority to 
execute bills of sale for these buildings or their 
salvaged material to the successful bidders. 

Mr. Fultz thanked the County for its coopera¬ 
tion in this work and advised that the Road 
Board would recommend to its successors the 
early advertising of this work. 

On motion of Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. 
Guernsey, the following resolution was adopted: 

WHEREAS, this Board has heretofore advanced 
funds for the purchase of necessary right of way 
in connection with Section 9322, State Road 9, in 
Palm Beach County, and on a number of parcels 
so purchased are located dwellings and other 
improvements, and upon the authority and in¬ 
structions of this Board the Board of County 
Commissioners has advertised for bids for the 
purchase of said dwellings and improvements and 
sealed bids were submitted to said Board of 
County Commissioners, and it is desirable that 
said improvements be sold and removed from 
the right of way, 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by tile 
State Road Department, at its meeting held in 
Miami, Florida, on the 14th day of October, 1948, 
that the Board of County Commissioners of Palm 
B.ach County, Florida, is requested to submit to 
the Division Engineer, Fourth Division, State 
Road Department, information concerning the 
bids received for said dwellings and its recom¬ 
mendations thereon, and said Division Engineer 
be, and he is hereby directed to investigate said 
bids and to inform the Board of County Com¬ 
missioners of the acceptance or rejection of said 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that upon the 
acceptance of a bid as approved by said Division 
Engineer and the payment of the amount of said 
accepted bid, then the Chairman and Secretary 
of this Board be, and they are hereby, authorized 
to execute and deliver to the successful bidders 
and purchasers of said dwellings bills of sale 
transferring the title to the dwellings as a whole, 
or other improvements in the nature of personal 
property, with the privilege of removing said 
dwellings or razing and demolishing same subject 
to the condition that said improvements shall, 
at the expense of the purchaser, be removed from 
the right of way within ninety (90) days from 
the date of said bill of sale without cost to 
the State Road Department. 

Proceed with Acquisition of R/W Road 
9, Palm Beach County 

On motion of Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. 
Carleton, the Board requested the Engineering 
Division to proceed with all operations of sur¬ 


veying and furnishing deed information, and 
work with Palm Beach County in every way 
possible looking toward the early completion of 
the acquisition of all right of way on Road 9 in 
said County, including connections to all muni¬ 
cipalities. 

Acceptance of Bulkhead Line on Certain 
Lots at Riviera Beach 

On motion of Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. 
Guernsey, the Board agreed to accept the bulk¬ 
head line as shown on plat of George S. Brock¬ 
way affecting Lots 523 to 526, inclusive, and 
right of way to be deeded to the Department by 
Palm Beach Shores, Inc. for right of way for 
State Road 703 at Riviera Beach. 

Drainage on Road A1A between Jupiter 
and Lake Park 

Mr. Ricker Alford, owner of property along 
Road A1A between Jupiter and Lake Park, regis¬ 
tered a complaint about the poor drainage con¬ 
ditions along this section of road, saying that 
high water stays over this road some two months 
of each year. He advised that the local residents 
thought that some drainage ditches into the 
inland waterway, which runs about one mile to 
the East, might relieve the situation and he felt 
sure they would be glad to give the required 
right of way for these ditches. Mr. Alford was 
advised that the Department’s Drainage Engineer 
would make a study of this situation and make 
his recommendations to the Board. 

PINELLAS COUNTY 
Delegation—U. S. Highway 19 

Senator Henry S. Baynard, State Representa¬ 
tives J. A. McClure, Jr. and Archie Clements, and 
Ray E. Green, Clerk of the Circuit Court ap¬ 
peared in behalf of U. S. Highway 19 through 
Pinellas County. 

Each of the men spoke earnestly in behalf of 
the completion of this road, referring to it as the 
County’s Number 1 project for the last ten years. 
Mr. Green reminded the Board that Pinellas 
County had contributed about $300,000 toward 
the acquisition of right of way for this road 
through the counties north of Pinellas, and the 
new construction had been completed only as far 
south as about Tarpon Springs. Senator Baynarcl 
said that he had never asked for anything more 
important to his county than this road, which 
had been promised for about 12 years and had 
been placed in the Department’s Budget this 
year. He stated the people felt very deeply about 
its completion. Mr. McClure stressed the im¬ 
portance of the road to all of Pinellas County. 

Beautification of Gandy Bridge 

A resolution from the Board of County Com¬ 
missioners of Pinellas County asking for the 
beautification of the Gandy Bridge Causeway 
similarly to that done on the Davis Causeway 
was presented to the Board and considered. The 
Members agreed that this was a worthy project 
and that study should be given to it, in the 
hopes that some plan could be worked out for 
its development in the near future. 

Width of R/W for Seminole Blvd. and 
Missouri Ave. 

Resolutions adopted by the Board of County 
Commissioners asking the Department to recede 
from its requests for a width of 100 feet on the 
right of ways for Seminole Boulevard and Mis¬ 
souri Avenue were received and discussed. The 
engineers recommended and the Members agreed 
that because of future needs for the developmnt 
contemplated, the width of 100 feet would be 
needed and should be retained for both of these 
streets and on motion of Mr. Campbell, seconded 
by Mr. Carleton, the Board voted to refuse to 
accede from its request for a 100-foot right of 
way. 

STORM SEWER ON REID STREET 
IN PALATKA 

A resolution from the City Commission of 
Palatka, adopted September 21, 1948, agreed to 
make a contribution of $7,200 as the City’s 20% 
share in the cost of constructing a storm sewer 
along Reid Street, recommended by the Depart¬ 
ment’s engineers to relieve the adverse drainage 
condition existing at Eleventh and Reid Streets 
in said city. 

The members expressed their appreciation of 
this offer of cooperation from the City of Pal¬ 
atka and their regret that the Department has 
no funds which could be applied to the other 
four-fifths cf the cost of this project at this 
time. 
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RESURFACING OF STREETS IN ST. 
AUGUSTINE 

The Secretary presented correspondence between 
the Chairman and Mayor H. E. Wolfe of St. 
Augustine, growing out of the request from the 
City of St. Augustine for the resurfacing of 
Orange Avenue and Malaga Streets, a section of 
State Road 5 in that city, along with a report of 
a survey made by the Division Engineer and his 
estimate of the cost of such work at $8,664. 

The Members agreed that the Department had 
no funds that could be used for this work at 
this time and expressed their regret that the 
Department could not comply with the request at 
this time. 

ST. LUCIE COUNTY 

The delegation present from St. Lucie County 
included Jimmy Barry, J. B. Brewer, Lane H. 
Jennings and Dewey Wilcox, Members of the 
Board of County Commissioners, Raymond Ford, 
Attorney for said Board, and Warren Blackmon. 
Secretary, and R. R. Martin, Director, of the 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Mr. Ford, speaking in behalf of the road pro¬ 
gram for St. Lucie County, requested that the 
project on Road A1A which is set up in the 
1948 budget be let to contract, also that $90,000 
from the County’s 80% surplus funds be set up 
for construction of the Angle Road. He was ad¬ 
vised that the Department does not have the 
funds to go ahead with Road A1A, but that if 
the County Commissioners, within the next week, 
will send in a resolution requesting the Depart¬ 
ment to use the necessary $29,000 from its 
80% surplus funds on this Road A1A project, the 
job will be set up for immediate construction. 
Then, by the time preparations can be made 
for the work on the Angle Road, there will have 
accumulated in the 80% surplus fund a suffi¬ 
cient amount for it. 

North Causeway—Road A1A—in 
Fort Pierce 

On motion by Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. 
Campbell, the Board agreed to proceed at once 
with construction of Section 9406, the North 
Causeway in City of Fort Pierce, on Road A1A, 
provided the County Commissioners present a 
resolution within one week from the date of this 
meeting, requesting the work to be done and 
charged to the 80% surplus fund credited to 
St. Lucie County. 

Excess R/W on Road 5 North of 
Fort Pierce 

Mr. Ford reported that when the survey of the 
new project from Fort Pierce north on Road 5 
was straightened out there were small parcels 
left outside of the 200' right of way, which he 
requested be turned back to the County. 

On motion of Mr. Ful£z, seconded by Mr. 
Campbell, the Board agreed that a survey be 
made as promptly as possible and authorized the 
Chairman to execute the proper papers releasing 
all parcels not within the 200' right of way on 
this project on Road 5 north of Fort Pierce, to 
the County for return to the original owners. 

CITY OF FORT PIERCE 

The delegation representing the Citv of Fort 
Pierce includ°d Mayor Frank- Fee, City Com¬ 
missioners A. E. Sasser and J. W. Sneed, Attorn°y 
J. M. Sample, G. M. Mitchell, City Clerk, and 
Representative D. W. Saunders. 

Mr. Sample advised the Board that deeds pre¬ 
pared for some of the parcels on the right of 
way for the widening and improvement of State 
Road 5, U. S. Highway No. 1, through the City 
of Fort Pierce had been returned to the City, 
and the City now requests that all such deeds 
be returned, as it is believed the City could 
collect reimbursements in the approximate 
amount of $16,000. This request was endorsed by 
the County Commissioners and by Representative 
Saunders. 

Deeds for R/W Road 5 Returned to 
City of Fort Pierce 

On motion of Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. 
Carleton, the following resolution was adopted: 

WHEREAS, the City of Fort Pierce through its 
duly elected representatives, the Board of County 
Commissioners of St. Lucie County, and the State 
Legislative Group of said County have stated 
their desire to abandon the widening and further 
improvement of U. S. Highway 1 through Fort 
Pierce, and the request of the City of Fort Pierce 


for the return of all deeds prepared for the right 
of way for said road through the city has been 
endorsed by said County officials, 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that, 
upon the understanding that the City Commis¬ 
sion of the City of Fort Pierce adopted on the 
3rd day of February, 1947, and now has in force a 
city zoning ordinance to prohibit the erection of 
any structure within 40.5 feet of the centerline 
of Section 9401 of State Road 5, U. S. Highway 1, 
formerly State Road No. 4, through said City, 
the State Road Department agrees to return to 
the said City all of the deeds prepared for the 
right of way for said section of road, with the 
exception of the deeds on those parcels purchased 
by the City where the owners refuse to return to 
the City the money paid for said parcels. 

REQUEST FOR PERMIT TO DIG UNDER 
STATE ROAD 43 

The Board received a request from Mr. J. A. 
Arrington of Bradenton for permission to ex¬ 
cavate under State Road 43, U. S. Highway 41, 
in Manatee County, in an effort to locate buried 
treasure. It was the consensus of the Board that 
this would become a traffic hazard which would 
not be justified unless sufficient evidence should 
be submitted to the Division Engineer to warrant 
the granting of such a permit, and the Chairman 
was asked to advise Mr. Arrington that no 
permit could be granted at this time, but any 
evidence he cared to present would be given 
consideration. 

PROPOSED NAME OF "TRAIL OF THE 
NEW PIONEERS" 

Mr. Frank Giblin, editor of the publication 
FLORIDA SPEAKS, came before the Board to 
request that he be allowed to give the name of 
“Trail of the New Pioneers” to the route from 
Pensacola via the Gulf Coast Highway to Naples. 
He was asked to submit a layout of his plans in 
writing, which could be submitted by the Depart¬ 
ment to the Boards of County Commissioners in 
all counties along the route in order to ascertain 
their reaction to the suggested name. 

REQUEST FOR IMPROVEMENT OF ROAD 
54 IN PASCO COUNTY 

The Secretary presented a petition from citi¬ 
zens of the lower southwest section of Pasco 
County for improvement of Road 54, connecting 
U. S. Highways 41 and 19 via Denham, Odessa 
and Elfers. 

The Members agreed that until this section of 
road 54 can be taken into the State Maintained 
System there are no funds that can be used for 
its improvement, so the request was denied. 

ADJOURNMENT TO RESUME MEETING 
AT PIGEON KEY 

By common consent of all the Members, the 
Board adjourned at this point, to resume the 
meeting at Pigeon Key, at a convenient hour 
during the inspection trip over the Keys. 


ADJOURNED SESSION AT 
PIGEON KEY, OCT. 16, 1948 


Pursuant to adjournment at Miami on Thurs¬ 
day, Octob°r 14, the Chairman called the meeting 
to order at Pigeon Key on Saturday, October 16. 

DADE COUNTY—ROAD 9 

County Commissioner Hugh Peters and County 
Attorney Park Campbell appeared before the 
Board to present matters of interest to Dade 
County. Mr. Peters advised the Board that a total 
of $358,499.00, plus attorney’s fees of $24,239.67, 
had been expended in the acquisition of right 
of way for Road 9 in Dade County from Opa 
Locka to the Broward County line, through con¬ 
demnation awards and otherwise, leaving a bal¬ 
ance from the $477,000 authorized to be used on 
this project. Mr. Peters stated that the County’s 
Attorneys from the firm of Hudson and Cason 
have spent a great deal of time and work on 
the limited access condemnation suits for Road 
9, and for this additional work they have sub¬ 
mitted a bill for a fee of $15,000, which the Dade 
County Commissioners feel is very reasonable and 
which they request be paid out of the balance 
authorized to be expended from the 80% surplus 
as an item properly chargeable to the condem¬ 
nation suits. Mr. Peters further stated that Mr. 
Ray Ernst and Mr. William Lantaff, who were 
attorneys for some of the property holders, feel 


that since they had received only 5% of the 
award as their fee in their respective cases, and 
the Court gave all other attorneys 10%, their 
fee should be increased in line with the others, 
which such increase would make a total of ap¬ 
proximately $1,955.50. Mr. Peters asked the Board 
to consider the propriety of paying this addi¬ 
tional fee. 

It was the consensus of the Board that it wa^ 
not authorized to pay attorneys fees greater 
than that allowed by the Court’s award. 

On motion of Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. 
Guernsey, the Board voted to authorize the pay¬ 
ment of $15,000 fee to the firm of Hudson and 
Cason, Attorneys, for condemnation work for 
Dade County, out of the funds authorized for 
acquisition of the right of way for Road 9 in 
said County. 

Funds for Grading Road 9 

Mr. Peters stated that in order for the grading 
to proceed on the balance of State Road 9 in 
Dade County he would ask the Dade County 
Board of County Commissioners to adopt a reso¬ 
lution requesting that the State Road Department 
use a portion of the 80% surplus accruing to the 
credit of Dade County, not to exceed the sum of 
$225,000, including the balance left from the 
$477,000 authorized for acquisition of right of 
way for the road, provided the Department will 
during this year let a contract for the grading 
of this road from Opa Locka to the Broward 
County Line, and will expend whatever other 
funds are necessary to complete such work. 

On motion of Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. 
Campbell, the following resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED that upon receipt of proper 
resolution from the Board of County Commis¬ 
sioners of Dade County, requesting this Depart¬ 
ment to use the balance in the fund set aside 
for acquisition of right of way on Road 9 in 
said County, plus such additional amount from 
the 80% surplus accruing to the County as 
necessary to complete this work from Opa Locka 
to the Broward County Line and will let contract 
for same during 1948. 

Request for Funds for Moving Houses 
on Road 826 

A resolution from the Board of County Com¬ 
missioners of Dade County asked for advance 
of the additional sum of $7,500 for moving houses 
on the right of way for State Road 826, bringing 
to a total of $51,370.00 the amount allotted for 
paying costs of removing buildings on Section 
8715 of this road. 

On motion by Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. 
Guernsey, the Board voted to request the County 
to withdraw the above resolution, because the 
$7,500 involved will be needed on other projects. 

PROPOSED EXCHANGE OF CERTAIN 
R/W ON SUMMERLAND KEY 

Judge Joe Otto presented to the Board the 
request of his client, Henry C. Hudgings, that 
he be given a release to the right of way for 
Old Road 4-A on Summerland Key, including 
the fill to the old bridge, about 150 feet from 
the center line of the new highway, in exchange 
for a strip 66 feet wide adjoining the north side 
of the new highway. It was pointed out that 
the State’s right of way at Niles Channel is 
200 feet from the centerline, and that the old 
fill, and therefore the dock and yacht basin 
proposed to be constructed by Mr. Hudgins, would 
encroach on this right of way. 

On motion of Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. 
Guernsey, the Board agreed to make an exchange 
of these lands with Mr. Hudgins if he will give 
a 5-acre borrow pit in addition to the strip 
offered, if the details of all surveys and the ex¬ 
change can be worked out by the Highway Engi¬ 
neer and the Attorney. 

ADJOURNMENT 

There being no further business before the 
Board ready for action at this time, with agree¬ 
ment that the next meeting would be held in 
Tallahassee on a date to be set by the Chair¬ 
man, the meeting was adjourned.
